BAGHDAD, Aug 6, (Agen- 
cies): President Saddam Hus- 
sein said today that Iraq was 
willing to cease fire in the Gulf 
war provided Iran announced 
its willingness to enter into 
direct talks — immediately — 
after the truce. 

The announcement indicated 
Iraq was dropping its demand 
that Iran enter into face-to-face 
talks in advance of the ceasefire, 
and could pave the way for 
implementation of the truce. 

Willingness 

“Invoking what is blessed by 
God, we extend a hand of friend- 
ship and peace to the people of 
Iran in spite of the bitterness we 
feel deep inside for the aggression 
that has afflicted us,” Hussein 
said. 

The President's comments 
came in a nationally broadcast 
statement that was read by an 


announcer on national telev- 
ision. A colour photo in the back- 
ground showed Hussein in 
military uniform. - 

There was no immediate Iran- 
ian reaction. 

In the past Iranian officials 
have said they have no objections 
to face-to-face talks being held at 
one time or another, but they 
object to such talks being a 
precondition for a ceasefire. 

The Iraqi News Agency 
(INA), paraphrasing Hussein’s 
remarks, said he announced that 
Iraq was ready to cease fire 
“provided that Iran formally and 
unequivocally announced its 
willingness to enter into direct 
talks with Iran immediately after 
the ceasefire.” 

h said another condition was 
that Iran must also announce its 
approval of “the implementa- 
tion of all aspects of United 
Nations Security Council 
Resolution 598.”

But if Iran accepts, Saddam 
said: “We, our great people, the 
glorious Arab nation and'the 
valiant armed forces of Iraq 
would be further delighted after 
having enjoyed the happiness of 
the great military victory that is 
based on right and justice,” 

The Iraqi demand for direct 
talks was the main stumbling 
block in the current talks in New 
York involving United Nations 
Secretary-General Javier Perez 
de Cuellar and the Iraqi and Iran- 
ian foreign ministers. 

As the second week of UN 


peace talks ended yesterday. Hi- 
de progress had been reported. 

In the past I ranian officials 
have said they have no objections 
to face-to-face talks being held at 
one time or another. 

Perez de Cuellar has told the 
Security Council he plans to send 
250 UN peace-keepers to mon- 
itor the ceasefire agreement bet- 
ween Iraq and Iran. 

Diplomats attending an infor- 
mal meeting of the 15 council 
members yesterday said the 
secretary- gene ral determined the 
size of the force on recommenda- 
tion of Lieut. Gen. Martin Vad- 
set of Norway, who visited the 
two countries last week to 
prepare for a truce operation. 

In his broadcast address, the 
Iraqi President said he agreed 
with proposals by United 
Nations military experts, who 
visited Baghdad and Tehran, for

DAMASCUS, Aug 6, (Reuter): 
A senior US envoy' held talks 
with Syrian President Hafez Al. 
Assad today on ways to ensure a 
iceful presidential election in 
ton, diplomats said. 

Syria, which has an estimated 
25,000 troops in the neighbour- 
ing state, has been talking to 
Washington for several months 
about smoothing the path for the 
vote in Lebanon where civil war 
has been raging for" 13 years. 

The 76 survivingmerabers of a 
99-seat Parliament . elected in 
1972 must choose a successor to 
Christian President Amin 
Gemayel before his six-year term 
ends on Sept 23. 

Assistant Secretary of Slate 
Richard Murphy, who flew to 
Damascus after an unscheduled 
visit to Lebanon, said in Beirut 
on Thursday be was optimistic 
the election would be held 
peacefully. 

Possible 

Political sources in Beirut said 
be presented Lebanese leaders 
with a list of six possible conten- 
ders regarded as acceptable to 
both Muslims and Christians. 

The sources said Murphy's 
talks in Syria were expected to 
narrow this list further. He 
earlier met Foreign Minister 
Farouq Al Sharaa and Vice- 
President Abdel- Halim Khad- 
dam. 

Strict security will be in force 
for the vote, for which no date 
has been set. Parliamentary elec- 
tions have not been held for 16 
years because of the civil strife. 

Murphy's talks in Damascus 
also covered Washington’s 
efforts to resolve the Arab-lsraeH 
conflict, the diplomats said. He is 
also due to visit Egypt, Jordan 
and Israel.

“It pleases me to join the Jor- 
danian armed forces in their hap- 
piness over receiving weapons 
and military equipment, as a 
brotherly gift, from the brave 
Iraqi Army,” said the king. 

The Jordanian news agency 
carnal a full text of the king’s 
remarks delivered in a form of a 
letter to commander of the Jor- 
dan’s armed forces. Field Mar- 
shal Zaid Bin Shaker. 

“This gift is a precious one that 
cannot be measured with worldly 
standards or with money,” the 
king said in his letter.

But 
a State Department spokes- 
woman said the United States 
still wants a joint Jordanian- 
Paiestinian delegation. 

Whitehead’s comment on a 
US Information Agency 
programme broadcast to Europe 
does not represent a change in 
US policy, said the spokes- 
woman. Phyl&s Oakley. 

“He is musing somewhat,” she 
said.

not affect the validity of 
Secretary of Stale George Shultz' 
peace initiative in the region.

Possible 

“It seems to 1 us,” Whitehead 
said, “it is still possible to bring 
about direct negotiations bet- 
ween Israel on the one hand and 
Jordan and the Palestinians on 
the other hand, and just the 
makeup of that Palestinian 
delegation, of course, remains to 
be seen.” 

Assistant Secretary of State 
Richard Murphy is seeking a 
meeting with Palestinians during 
his visit to the Middle East this 
week. He is also meeting with 
Hussein. 

Ms Oakley, in the daily State 
Department briefing said, “there 
is no change in our position on 
the question of a Palestinian- Jor- 
danian delegation.” 

“Our initiative to begin 
negotiations is as valid as ever. 
It's workableand realistic. We've 
not changed our view that a Jor- 
daniari-Palestinian delegation 
negotiating face to face with 
Israel can result in peace negotia- 
tions that can work,” she said. 


Jordan abolishes 
W. Bank ministry 


AMMAN, Aug 6, (Reuter): Jor- 
dan abolished the ministry in 
charge of the Israeli-ocpupied 
West Bank today in a new move 
to formalise its separation from 
the territory. 

Jordan radio said the Ministry 
for Occupied Territories Affairs 
had been transferred to the 
Foreign Ministry as a depart- 
ment for Palestinian affairs. 

The former Minister for 
Occupied Territories, Marwan 
Doudin, became Labour Mini- 
ster in a cabinet reshuffle, the 
fourth since Prime Minister Zaid 
Al Rifa’i took office m April 
1985. 

Stopped 

A downgrading of the ministry 
had been widely expected after 
King Hussein's shock derision, 
announced last Sunday, to hand 
responsibility for the West Bank 
to the PLO. 

The official news agency Petra 
said the king had also dissolved a 
higher committee for West Bank 


affairs set up in 1980 under the 
chairmanship of the prime mini- 
ster. 

Jordan has already stopped 
payments to almost 20,000 civil 
servants, teachers and medical 
staff in the West Bank, cancelled 
its West Bank development plan 
and dissolved the lower house of 
Parliament, in which West Bank 
deputies held half the seats. 

PLO officials said a PLO mis- 
sion to discuss Jordan's moves to 
sever legal and administrative 
ties with the West Bank would 
visit Amman in a few days' time. 

They said the team led by 
Mahmoud Abbas, a member of 
the PLO’s executive committee, 
would probably arrive on Thurs- 
day, though a precise date had 
not been fixed. 

Palestinian sources said that to 
avoid any speculation about US- 
PLO contacts the delegation 
would not come until US Assis- 
tant Secretary of Stale Richard 
Murphy had left Jordan. 


FOREIGN fleets are expected to 
leave the Gulf after the end of the 
Iran -Iraq war as there will no 
longer be any need for their 
presence. Defence Minister 
Sheikh Nawaf Al Ahmed has 
said. 

In an interview. Sheikh Nawaf 
pointed out that these fleets had 
come to the Gulf mainly because 
of the war and “after the interests 
of many countries in the region 
were harmed.” 

He also said that Resolution 
598 can be implemented fully if 
the superpowers so desire and he 
expressed belief that the super- 
powers are willing to implement 
the resolution. 

He commented: “It is now 
time for peace. This is the feeling 
of the GCC leaders and the peo- 
ple.” 

Bloodshed 

Sheikh Nawaf regretted the 
bloodshed between the two 
Muslim neighbours, adding that 
by repeatedly calling for peace, 
Iraq reflected the wish and desire 
of the rest of the Gulf states. 

He said that the end of the 
conflict will be positively reflec- 
ted in the economic situation of 
the region and added that the 
main cause of the economic crisis 
and recession in the region dur- 
ing the past few years has been 
the war. 

Sheikh Nawaf stressed ‘that 
Kuwait is a free country and has 
the economic ability that allows 
it not to submit to one source for 
its arms requirements. He added: 
“Kuwait purchases its weapons 
from any country it wants to and 
according to its requirements.” 

Asked about the arms deal 
with the US, Sheikh Nawaf said 
he was convinced that the US 
administration is careful to go 
ahead with the deal, thus reflect- 
ing the strong, friendly relations 
existing between the two coun- 
tries. 

Armoured 

Sheikh Nawaf said Kuwait's 
recent arms deal with Egypt is the 
biggest weapons contract signed 
by any Arab country with Cairo, 
ami added that the deal centred 
on armoured vehicles and advan- 
ced Air Defence Systems — both 
manufactured by Egypt 

Asked about the scope of 
military co-operation among the 
GCC member states in the post- 
Gulf war period. Sheikh Nawaf 
stressed he is optimistic that the 
GCC will create an integrated 
military force among themselves. 

Sheikh Nawaf said that the 
GCC defence ministers will dis- 
cuss the consequences of the end 
of the Gulf war during their 
fortbeo ming m eetin g i n October. 

Omani minister 
in Tehran 

NICOSIA, Aug 6, (Reuter): 
Omani Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Youssef Bin 
Alawi arrived in Iran today for a 
week-long visit, Tehran Radio 
said. 

The radio, quoted Alawi as 
saying that expanded ties bet- 
ween Oman and Iran required a 
continuous exchange of visits 
and talks. 


440 pilgrims 
feared dead as 
ferry capsizes 


NEW DELHI, Aug 6, (Agen- 
cies): A ferry carrying more than 
500 people capsized in the Gan- 
ges river in eastern Bihar state 
today and most were still unac- 
counted Tor several hours later, 
local officials and reporters said. 

Forty bodies were recovered 
and about 100 people were res- 
cued, according to reports from 
the remote area. 

Indian news agencies and local 
reporters said as many as 400 
people were feared drowned. 

Most of the passengers on the 
steam-powered ferry were Hindu 
pilgrims who were crossing the 
sacred river to catch a train. 

“The launch is still under 
water. We are told by local 
officials that at least 400 people 
are feared dead ... many of the 
victims are still trapped.” an 
Indian reporter said when con- 
tacted by telephone in Patna, 
capital of Bihar state, more Lhan 
six hours after the accident. 

Hie reporter, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, said he 
had seen the boat's passenger list 
and said there were 535 passen- 
gers. 

“Only about 100 people have 
been rescued and 40 bodies 
located. There is slim chance of 


survivors.” he said. 

“The casualties could be high 
because many of the passengers 
were women and children.” one 
official said. 

Rescue work was suspended at 
nightfall and was to resume 
tomorrow morning. 

Officials described the vessel 
as a privately owned, diesel- 
powered ferry that was first put 
into service during World War 
II. They said authorities suspec- 
ted that the owner, who was not 
identified, loaded it with too 
many passengers in order to 
increase his profits. 

The vessel was carrying the 
pilgrims to the town of Saheb- 
ganj, 125 miles (200 km) east of 
Patna, from where they were to 
have gone to a nearby temple 
dedicated to Lord Shiva, officials 
said. 

Rushed 

Senior police and government 
officials rushed to the scene, 
located in a remote comer of 
Bihar. India's poorest and least- 
developed state. 

Local authorities also reques- 
ted the state government to dis- 
patch divers to search for victims 
in the river, badly swollen by 
strong monsoon showers. 



Baker 

Baker quits 
to take charge 
of Bush’s 
campaign 

WASHINGTON, Aug 6, (AP): 
Treasury Secretary James Baker 
resigned yesterday to lake com- 
mand of old friend George 
Bush's presidential campaign. 

President Reagan then named 
banker Nicholas F. Brady to the 
cabinet post for the final months 
of his administration, which will 
end on Jan 21. 

“You’ve been a secret of our 
success. Now Jim, go do it for 
George,” Reagan said in a telev- 
ised announcement from the 
White House with the old 
treasury secretary and the new 
one by his side. 

“I'm pleased that I've been 
able to nominate such an able 
successor ... I cannot imagine 
anyone more qualified,” the 
President said of Brady. 

Baker said his resignation 
would be effective from Aug 17. 
the day the Republican national 
convention will deliver the 
parly's presidential nomination 
to Bush.

Long-term 
effects of 
childbearing 

LONDON. Aug 6, ( AP): Every 
time a woman gives birth, she 
increases her risk of cervical can- 
cer but reduces her risk of breasl 
cancer, says a report published 
yesterday in the British Medical 
Journal. 

The study also showed a 
higher death rate generally 
among childless women. 

Based on a nationwide sample 
of 108,000 married women aged 
1 6-59 in the 1 97 1 census, it found 
that deaths from cervical cancer 
and diabetes rose steeply with 
increased childbearing. 

Bui of the 3 ,298 women in the 
sample who died between 1971 
and 1981, deaths from cancer of 
the breast, ovary, the inner lining 
of the uterus and the oesophagus 
dropped with increased child- 
bearing, it said. 

The study was conducted by 
Australian epidemiologists Dr 
Valerie Beral and Dr Adele 
Green, and English statistician 
Kath Moser. 

“The research shows that 
childbearing does have a long- 
term effect on health and pat- 
terns of diseases, and lhaL it 
varies from one condition to 
another," said Ms Beral of the 
London School of Hygiene and 
Tropical Medicine. 

“But there's no implication in 
the study that people should 
change their behaviour,” she 
said in a telephone interview.

Aug6.( AP): A Pak- 
istan International Airlines 
plane overshot a flooded runway 
on landing today, and some pas- 
sengers were injured as they 
hurriedly evacuated the jetliner. 


Hundreds of buildings shattered 


Powerful earthquake hits the sub-continent 


NEW DELHI, Aug 6, (Agen- 
cies): A powerful earthquake 
today hit parts of India, Ban- 
gladesh, Burma. Pakistan and 
Nepal damaging hundreds of 
buddings and causing wide- 
spread panic and an undeter- 
mined number of injuries, 
officials and witnesses said. At 
least 30 people were reported 
missing. 

Hie tremor occurred at 6:10 
am (0040 GMT) and was 
measured by seismological 
observatories in India and the 
United States as 73 on the open- 
ended Richter scale, the highest 
charted for the lndia-Burma 
region in 34 years. 

Shockwaves 

Dr H.L. Srivastava, director 
of New Delhi’s seismological 
observatory, said the“high 
intensity” earthquake was cen- 
tred 1,1 30 miles (1,820 km) to the 
southeast inside Burmese 


territory, just over the border 
from India’s tiny jungle-covered 
Manipur state. 

In India, the shockwaves 
rolled through a region stretch- 
ing from the eastern Himalayas 
in the north to the Bay of Bengal 
in the south and comprising the 
states of Manipur, Assam, 
Meghalaya and Nagaland, and 
parts of Arunachal Pradesh, 
West Bengal and Bihar, Srivas- 
tava said. 

An observatory statement said 
the shockwaves persisted one to 
two minutes, depending on the 
distance from the epicentre. 

In Bangladesh, theearthqnake 
lasted over one minute and was 
felt across a large area, prompt- 
ing hundreds of people to flee in 
panic from swaying buildings in 
the capital, Dhaka. 

Police said large number” 
of people sustained minor 
injuries in stampedes and eight 


Dhaka University students were 
hospitalised after leaping from a 
third-floor window. 

The earthquake produced 
huge waves on the monsoon- 
swollen Jamuna river, capsizin 
three ferry boats carrying a toi 
of about 1 50 people al Aricha, 55 
miles (90 km) northwest of 
Dhaka, police said. 

Impact 

Most passengers swam 
ashore, but at least 30 were miss- 
ing, police said. They said that 
because the current was swift, the 
missing passengers wens proba- 
bly swept downstream and there 
was some hope of finding them 
alive. 

Details of the tremors impact 
in Burma were not available. 

In India, three people were 
injured in a house collapse in 
Assam state's Sibsagar district 
and two others when their house 


in Manipur state capital of 
Imphal caved in, the Press Trust 
of India said. 

The earthquake shattered win- 
dows, knocked items from 
shelves, caused cracks m build- 
ings and a bridge and disrupted 
power supplies in many areas, 
the Press Trust and officials said. 

Many residents were shaken 
awake by the shockwaves and 
fled screaming in terror into the 
streets, as pious Hindus blowing 
conchshelLs to invoke the aid of 
their gods, news reports and wit- 
nesses said. 

“It fell like the whole earth was 
moving,” said a resident contac- 
ted by telephone in the Assam 
capital of Gauhati, 925 miles 
(1,480 km) southeast of New 
Delhi. 

"People were jolted awake and 
got panicky and ran into the 
streets.” said a resident in the 
West Bengal capital of Calcutta, 


India's largest city. 810 miles 
(1.300 km) southeast of New 
Delhi. “Some people blew con* 
chshells to drive away the evil 
spirits.” 

The Press Trust said the 
tremor triggered mudslides in 
Assam that blocked railway 
lines, forcing a suspension in 
service between the northern and 
southern portions of the state. 

Largest 

The US Geological Survey 
said it was the largest earthquake 
in the lndia-Burma area since a 
March 24, 1954, tremor measur- 
ing 7.4 on the Richter scale. 

There were no reports of 
casualties or damage from Pa kis- 
tan. 

The tremors were felt in 
Islamabad and surrounding 
regions of northern Pakistan, the 
earthquake network centre of the 
Pakistan meteorological depart- 
ment reported.

Soviet threat remains: Carlucci 


ISTANBUL. Aug 6, (Agencies): 
US Defence Secrelary Frank 
Carlucci warned yesterday Lhe 
Soviet Union's military threal is 
as great as ever, despite the

Gorbachev. 

Carlucci. en route home from 
his unprecedented tour of Soviet 
military establishments, said 
NAT O defence should be kept at 
the highest level possible. 

“We see no change whatsoever 
in the resources that arc going 
into the Soviet military establish- 
ment." he told reporters during a 
visit to NATO front-line ally 
Turkey. 

While Gorbachev's reform of 
"perestroika l restructuring) has 
brought about some very far- rea- 
ching changes ... we have not seen 
the efTccls of perestroika in the 
military’," he said, adding he was 
still waiting to see **a tangible 
change in force structure." in the 
Soviet Union. 

Reforms 

Gorbachev’s twin reform 
policies -- glasnosi. or “open- 
ness." and perestroika — won 
world attention for allowing 
unprecedented internal public 
debate on Soviet government 
policy while professing an 
emphasis away from the arms 
race and toward non-military 

World has 
200,000 child 
soldiers 

GENEVA, Aug 6. tAP): An 
estimated 200,000 child sol- 
diers are under arms worl- 
wide, most of them forcibly 
recruited but some urged to 
enlist by their parents, a 
report to a UN human rights 
meeting said. 

Officers submit the youths to 
physical brutality, do not 
brief them properly about the 
danger or their missions and 
punish them arbitrarily, 
according to one account, 
cited in the report by the Lon- 
don-based Friends World 
Committee for Consultation, 
a Quaker organisation. 

Some youths receive military 
education, including training 
for pillaging, spying and 
terrorism, the report said. 
Dated last January, the data was 
compiled fora workinggroup 
meeting this week of the UN 
sub-commission on preven- 
tion of discrimination and 
protection of minorities, 
whose parent body is the UN 
human rights commission. 
Media reports and private re- 
search were the main sources. 
According to the survey, exam- 
ples of t he problem reportedly 
included:

in El Salvador, abduction of 
boys under the legal draft age 
of 18 by Army recruiters

India repulses

SRINAGAR. Aug 6. (Reuter): 
Indian Defence Minister K.C. 
Pant said today that Indian 
troops recently repulsed a Pakis- 
tani attack on Indian positions 
guarding a strategic glacier high 
in the Himalayas. 

He told a news conference the 
alleged attack occurred on the 
Siachcn glacier in the last week in 
July, but that the problem was 
quickly defused by commanders 
from both sides who met to talk it 
over. 

Pant said there were no casual- 
ties in the latest of many exchan- 
ges of fire by troops on the 
glacier, which controls routes 
into India. 

He also said there were 
frequent exchanges of lire with 
Pakistani troops along the bor- 
der between the two countries in 
Kashmir, the disputed state of 
which one third is controlled by 
Islamabad. 

Pant blamed the incidents on 
Pakistan, alleging Islamabad 
wanted (o keep the Kashmir 
issue alive. 

“We must try within our fram- 
ework to have better relations 
with all our neighbours, includ- 
ing Pakistan." Punt said. 

“But at the same time we can- 
not turn our face from what is 
happening along our borders. 
India has to be militarily- 
prepared to safeguard its 
interests." he added. 
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economic development. 

But Western critics argue the 
reforms are merely modernisa- 
tions that will leave intact the 
core of Moscow's ideology.

The US defence chief watched 
a high-technology battlefield 
exercise, toured a major naval 
base, and sat at the controls of 
the la test Soviet long-range bom- 
ber aircraft. 

“It's true that the Soviets are 
more open in showing us their 
equipment and tAeir exercises." 
he told journalists in Istanbul. 

But he warned that NATO 
must continue to offer effective 
deterrents against Soviet attack. 

Assured 

“(NATO’s) modernisation 
programme is ongoing.” he said. 

Nuclear-capable artillery and 
aircraft, and a successor to the 
Lance short-range nuclear mis- 
sile were all being developed, he 
added. 

Soviet officials were disturbed 
at the 23 NATO bases on Turk- 
ish soil, Carlucci told journalists, 
adding he assured Lhem the bases 
posed no threat to Moscow.

Carlucci's statements foll-

While focussing on his Soviet 
visit, their talks also covered 
bilateral and NATO defence 
issues, including the modernisa- 
tion ofTurkish conventional for- 
ces.

Prospects 

Turkey’s 800,000 troops, the 
larget single national commit- 
ment to NATO outside the 
United Slates, patrol the Wes- 
tern ulliance's longest border 
with the Soviet Union, using 
often vintage equipment dating 
to the Korean War. 

Turkey has committed itself to 
modernising its conventional 
forces and is currently awaiting 
US congressional approval of a 
new military aid package and for 
gifts of surplus US ships and 
equipment. 

But Turkey has resisted 
modernising its nuclear defences 
as it pursues increased economic 
and political links with Moscow. 

Carlucci also discussed with 


Turkish officials the pace of 
modernising US intelligence 
bases in Turkey, sources close to 
the talks said 

But he did not raise prospects 
of increasing America's military 
presence on T urkisb soil, despite 
neighbouring Greece’s refusal so 
far to renew its military bases 
agreement with the United 
States, the sources added. 

“He’s taken a soft approach,” 
said a source who requested 
anonymity. “The emphasis has 
been ou dialogue between two 
close allies." 

Carlucd described his visit to 
Turkey directly following his- 
SovieL tour as “very important,” 
and praised the staunch alliance 
between Washington and Ank- 
ara. 


In Washington, the US Senate 
opened debate on a $282.6- 
billion defence bill yesterday 
amid recriminations over 
President Reagan's veto of com- 
panion legislation.

Early municipal polls allowed in Turkey 

Ozal faces crucial referendum 


ANKARA, Aug 6, (AP): 

Parliament today adopted a con- 
stitutional amendment to allow 
earlier municipal ' elections, 
opening the way to a national 
referendum that will be seen as a 
vote of confidence for Premier 
T urgut Ozal’s free market-orien- 
ted govemmen t. 

The amendment was appro- 
ved 284 to 95 in the 450-seat 
legislature. Deputies from Ozal’s 
Motherland Party voted for the 
change and the main opposition 
Social Democrat Populist Party 
was against it. 

Members of former Premier 
Suleyman Demirel’s True Path 
Party, the third party in 
parliament, left thecharaberdur- 
ing the vote. 

Turkey's 1982 cconstilutioo, 
promulgated by then ruling 
generals, empowers parliament 
to move ahead the date of general 
elections but not local elections. 
It said there must be at least five 
years between local elections. 


According Lo this rule, Local 
elections could not be held in 
Turkey before March 1989 but 
Ozal wanted Lhe polls in October 
or November this year because of 
political and economic reasons. 

A constitutional amendment 
has lo be submitted to a national 
referendum if adopted by less 
than 300 votes in parliament 

Ozal was hoping to obtain the 
required majority to avoid a 
referendum because Demirel, 
whose centre right True Path 
commands 58 parliament seats, 
originally supported early local 
polls and the necessary con- 
stitutional change. 

Support 

Demirel later changed his 
minti, saying his support was 
conditional on the passage of 
fairer election laws, increasing 
TV Lime allocated to the opposi- 
tion and a longer official cam- 
paign period. 

Ozal refused to give in to 
Demirel and risked a referendum 


instead of appearing politically 
weak by withdrawing the 
proposal for election date 
change. 

The amendment approved 
today calls for local elections 
nationwide on Nov 13 and says 
local elections in Lhe future can 
be moved ahead by as much as a 
year. 

Currently the law states that a 
referendum cannot be held 
earlier than 120 days after it is 
called for by parliament. But 
Motherland officials said next 
week the parliament will pass leg- 
islation reducing the waiting 
period to 45 days. 

That wil mean that a referen- 
dum asking for a “yes” or “no” 
to early m unicipal polls could be 
held in late September. 

Political analysts say Ozal 
wanted early polls partly because 
he does not want to give the main 
opposition Social Democrats 
sufficient time. to. organise undef 
their new leadership.

GENEVA, Aug 6, (UPf): A 
fourth round of US- media led 
peace talks on southwestern 
Africa ended with tentative 
agreement that listed "a 
sequence of steps” for withdr- 
awal of Cuban and South 
African troops and indepen- 
dence for Pretoria administered 
Namibia. 

Senior officials said the 
negotiations were “detailed, 
positive and productive.” but 
declined to release details of the 
peace formula designed to end 
the 13-year-old fighting in 
Angola. 

The agreement was referred to 
the governments of the par- 
ticipating nations for approval. 

A joint statement, issued yes- 
terday by the US diplomatic mis- 
sion in Geneva, said a fifth round 
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of talks will begin Aug 22 at a site 
still to be decided. London, 
Cairo and New York hosted the 
previous sessions this year. 

On July 20. the participating 
nations accepted 14 basic princi- 
ples that addressed the withdr- 
awal of 50,000 Cuban troops 
from Angola and the pullout of 
South African forces from neigh- 
bouring Namibia. But those 
principles have yet to be tran- 
slated into formal treaty lan- 
guage including a time frame. 

Participants said earlier the 
latest round centred on a timeta- 
ble for a ceasefire, withdrawal of 
Cuban troops from Angola and 
South African forces from 
Namibia (South West Africa, 
and independence for Namibia, 
which is ruled by Pretoria in 
defiance of UN resolutions.

Xinhua's three-paragraph 
report said 19 other people were 
missing following a three-and-a- 
half- hour deluge this morning in 
Fenyang county in Shanxi 
province. 

About 30,000 people were 
marooned by the flood waters, 
and at least 100 houses were des- 
troyed, it said. 


Israel worried over 
Arab arms buildup 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM, 
Aug 6. (AP): The armies of Arab 
countries are closing their tech- 
nological gap with Israel, but the 
Jewish slate still maintains a 
qualitative edge over its main 
enemies, Israel's Air Force com- 
mander said today. 

Maj. Gen. Avihu Bin-Nun 
said Israel was worried about the 
sales of sophisticated Western, 
particularly American-made 
weapons to Arab countries. He 
riled the planned sale of US- 
made F-18 airplanes and 
Maverick air-to-suiface missiles 
to Kuwait. 

The supply of “F-18 for the 
Kuwaitis is a jump ahead with 
the technology and weapons sys- 
tems they have got today,” Bin- 
Nun said on Israel Radio. 

Concerned 

“I believe the danger of 
Kuwaitis transferring the F- 
18s... to any Arab country that 
will be in war with Israel still 
exists,” in spite of the reported 
Kuwaiti assurances to the con- 
trary, he said.

arms sale to Saudi Arabia, which 
has supported Arab states in all 
their wars against Israel. 

Bin-Nun said that every sale of 
sophisticated Western weaponry 
to the Arab countries “is another 
technological advantage that the 
Arab nati ons are getting. They' re 
closing the technological gap 
that gives us the qualitative edge 
we need to offset the quantities.” 

Another item of concern, Bin- 
Nun said, was the increased 
number of surface-to-surface 
missiles in the region. 

Manpower 

“Most of the countries around 
us are looking into it or buying or 
spending money on surface-to- 
surface missiles,” he said. “We 
hear the Chinese are visiting the 
area and are trying to sell their 
M-9” surface-to-surface mis- 
siles. 

Egypt and Iraq, Bin-Nun said, 
are developing such missiles in 
co-operation with some South 
American countries. 

Syria is reportedly buying the 
Chinese M-9s and, according to 
Israeli officials, is also develop- 
ing chemical warheads. 


I n addition, Syria, is "purchas- 
ing all types of missiles from the 
Soviet Union. They have the SS- 
21, the old frog and the Scud (SS- 
I)” surface-to-surface missiles. 
Bin- Nun said 

Bin-Nun also noted that “all 
Arab countries without excep- 
tion are spending a lot of money 
and manpower on surface-to-air 
missiles and guns, and surface- 
to-air defences." 

He said that Syria now main- 
tains about 100,000 regular sol- 
diers in its air defence systems 
and “the guns, the radars, the 
missiles and so on are spread all 
over Syria.” 

But, Bin-Nun said, Israel has 
demonstrated its capabilities to 
cope with such defences during 
the 1982 invasion of Lebanon, 
when it destroyed launchers of 
Syrian anti-aircraft missiles. 

Comparing the air forces of 
the two countries, Bin-Nun said: 

“They (Syrians) have enlarged 
their capability and developed 
their tactics and we have 
developed our capability and 
tactics as well. I believe we have 
kept the gap or even enlarged iL”

Hiroshima remembers 
atom bomb victims 


HIROSHIMA, Japan, Aug 6, 
fUPJ): A flight of doves, a 
mournful tolling of bells and a 
silent prayer marked the 43rd 
anniversary today of the world's 
first atomic bombing. 

An estimated 55,000 people 
fell silent under a blazing sun in 
Hiroshima's Peace Memorial 
Park, the moment when on 
August 6. 1945. a US B-29 war- 
plane dropped an atom bomb on 
the port city. 

Some 140.000 people died 
within four months of the bomb- 
ing, according to CTty'official57" - 

The total Dumber of identified 
vicUmsj including those 'who died 
from the after effects of radia- 
tion, is 1 52, 650 people. The city 
says an estimated 1 50.000 people 
never identified also died in the 
blast and ensuing fires that swept 
Hiroshima, 400 miles southwest 
of Tokyo. 

The annual day of remem- 
brance ended when hundreds of 
paper lanterns were lit and set 
afloat on four of the city’s rivers, 
once clogged with bomb victims 
seeking relief from burning skin. 

"As the only country to have 
suffered the tragedy of nuclear 


weapons, we have made a firm 
resolve that Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki shall not be repeated," 
Takao Fujimoto, Minister of 
Health and Welfare, said on 
behalf ofPrime Minister Noboru 
Takeshita, who did not attend 
the ceremony. 

The names of 4,473 bomb 
casualties who died in the last 
year were added to the names 
enshrined in granite cenotaph in 
the park that reads ‘Test in peace 
— let us not repeat this evil.” 
Treaty 

' Some 360,000 ^tirViVOrs" bflhe 
bomb are still alive.

Manila asks US to 
write off $1 b debt 


MANILA, Aug 6, (Reuter): The 
Philippines has asked Washing- 
ton to cancel some of its debt as 
partial compensation for use of 
two huge US military bases, 
President Corazon Aquino’s 
spokesman said. 

"That has been proposed by 
the Philippine panel,” Teodoro 
Benigno told reporters. 

He gave no details, but an 
American diplomat said today 
Philippine negotiators had sug- 
gested the United States write off 
§ l billion in official loans Manila 
owes the government. 

US negotiators were not 
optimistic about working out 
such a deal, said the diplomat. 

The Philippines has nearly S29 
billion in total foreign debt. 

Hostages 

US and Philippine negotiators 
have been talking since April 
about an agreement allowing for 
use of Clark air field and Subic 
Bay naval station, Washington’s 
biggest overseas bases. 

The talks cover the final two 
years of the accord expiring in 
1991. but have raised doubts 
over the long term future of the 
bases. 

The diplomat said the two 


sides had also talked about the 
possibility that Washington 
could also write off about $30 
milli on ftte Philippines owes in 
foreign military sales credits. 

In another development — 
Muslim emissaries reported 
today an American and his 
Filipina wife were “alive and 
well” a week after they were kid- 
napped in the rebellion-torn 
southern Philippines, military 
authorities said. 

Army Brigade Commander 
Col. Carlos Pena said that the 
kidnappers, described as former 
rebels, promised the emissaries 
the hostages would be presented 
Sunday to show they are "alive 
and well." 

Pena said the kidnappers told 
the emissaries the hostages 
would be brought to BacoTod 
capital of Marawi. 

He said the kidnappers also 
will present their demands for the 
release of David Stiffler, 47, and 
his Filipina wife Elpidia Benuya. 

The two were abducted at gun- 
point by four passengers on a 
jeepney (mini-bus) while they 
were travelling as tourists J uly 30 
in Lanao Del Sur. 800 km south 
of Manila. 


Heroin refinery seized 


BANGKOK, Aug 6, (AP): Thai 
authorities have seized what is 
believed to be the biggest heroin 
refining complex uncovered in 
ihe country in the past decade, a 
senior police officer said today. 

About 50 policemen armed 
with M-16 automatic rifles 
exchanged fire with guards 
before seizing the complex 
Friday near the Burmese border 
int he jungle hills of the Chiang 
Dao district of northern Chiang 
Mai province, said Maj. Gen. 
Kovit Wattana. 

Kovit, commander of the 


regional border patrol police, 
said no policemen were hurt in 
the gun battle, after which the 40 
to 50 workers in the complex fled 
into the jungle. No arrests were 
made, he said. 

Kovit said the complex was the 
biggest uncovered in lOyears and 
contained 13 small refineries and 
six big stoves for refining opium. 
He said police seized about 20 
kilogrammes of heroin, 36 
kilogrammes of raw opium and 
20 kilogrammes of morphine. 
Opium is refined into morphine, 
which is in turn synthesized into 
heroin.

Expelled BNP 
men to form 
new party 

DHAKA, Aug 6, (AP): Dis- 
sidents in the Bangladesh’s main 
opposition party have decided to 
form their own party to try to 
force President Hussein Muham- 
mad Ershad from office, they 
announced today. 

The dissidents of the Ban- 
gladesh Nationalist Party’s, led 
by the party’s former secretary- 
general, Obaidur Rahman, made 
file decision at a meeting on 
Friday, a statement from the 
group said. It quoted Rahman as 
saying 150 top-ranking party 
leaders attended. 

A leadership meeting would be 
held sometime in September, the 
statement said. 

Khaleda Zia, president of the 
BNP, blasted the decision and 
said “conspirators were at work 
to destroy the party and its strug- 
gle against autocratic govern- 
ment.” 

“Now we will emerge stronger 
since the conspiratorial elements 
are out,” she said. 

Rahman and five othqr party 
leaders were expelled onJtuy 28 
for violations or party discipline. 
They demanded more say m the 
organisation’s operation. 

Rahman helped Mrs Zia’s late 
husband. President Ziaur ul- 
Rahman, organise the BNP in 
the late 1970s. He also supported 
Mrs Zia's efforts to become head 
of the party in 1983 after her 
husband’s assassination. 

The BNP, along with a coali- 
tion of 20 other opposition par- 
ties, launched a campaign last 
November to oust Ershad. 

A series of demonstrations, 
some of them violent, have failed 
to unseat the President. But 
opposition leaders have said they 
would continue their campaign 
until Ershad resigns. 

Ershad. a fonner Army gen- 
eral, took power in a bloodless 
coup in 1982 and won election as 
President in 1986. 


Pakistan insists on mujahedeen government 

Moscow shuns talks on new regime 


ISLAMABAD, Aug 6, (AP): 
Pakistan’s insistence that a 
government approved by 
Afghan refugees and guerrillas is 
the key to peace in neighbouring 
Afghanistan received a cool 
reception in Moscow, Pakistan’s' 
Foreign Minister said today. 

Sahabzada Yaqub Khan said 
upon his arrival in Islamabad the 
Soviets "were not particularly 
encouraging in this regard.” He 
refused to give more details. 

Khan, who returned from a 
two-week diplomatic trip to the 
United States and Soviet Union, 
expressed confidence the Soviets 
would keep their troop withdr- 
awal schedule. 

Denial 

A peace accord signed in Gen- 
eva April 14 provides for the 
phased withdrawal of an 
estimated 1 1 5,000 Soviet soldiers 
from Afghanistan. Half are to be 
out by Aug 1 5 and the remainder 
by Feb 15.

Study links 
alcohol with 
breast cancer 

CHICAGO. Aug 6, (AP): There 
is compelling evidence that 
moderate alcohol consump- 
tion increases the risk of 
breast cancer, say doctors at 
Harvard School of Public 
Health who analysed 16 
recent studies on the issue. 

But another researcher said that, 
in general, the studies conduc- 
ted so far suggest a very weak 
association at most and possi- 
bly none 'at all. 

In addition, another study sug- 
gests that women who drink 
moderate amounts of alcohol 
reduce their risk of heart 
attacks and a common form 
of stroke. 

In an effort to make sense of 
conflicting findings in recent 
years, doctors at Harvard 
School of Public Health in 
Boston pooled results of 16 
studies dating to 1982, weigh- 
ting each study according to 
their judgement of its quality. 
The researchers found “compell- 
ing” evidence that breast can- 
cer risk goes up with increas- 
' ing alcohol consumption, 

. they reported in the Journal 
i • ■of the- American- -Medical 
Association. 

However; the findings do* not 
• - prove alcohol causes breast 
cancer, because "association 
does not prove cause and 
effect,” and unknown factors 
may be responsible for the 
heightened risk, said the 
researchers, led by Dr Mat- 
thew Longnecker. 

They also noted that one or two 
drinks a "day — shown to 
protect against heart or blood 
vessel disease — may provide 1 
a benefit outweighing the 
increased risk of breast can- 


the Kremlin will deviate.

three million refugees. Despite 
hopes that the Geneva accord 
would signal an exodus of 
refugees to Afghanistan, only a 
small portion has returned. The 
majority, whose mouthpiece is 
usually the seven-party Afghan 
guerrilla alliance, insist the 
Soviets and the ruling marxist 
government must be out before 
they return. 

Violations 

Khan said efforts to steer the 
conversation with Shevardnadze 
away from the alleged violations 
of the Geneva accord failed. The 
majority of the Afghan com- 
plaints centre on Pakistan's role 
as weapons conduit to the 
guerrillas and the establishment 
of an interim guerrilla govern- 
ment on Pakistan territory. Pak- 
istan denies the charges and 
claims Ibe guerrilla government 
has not been recognised by Pak- 
istan but neither can Pakistan 
muzzle refugees’ political 
activities. 

Pakistan, meanwhile, blasted 
Soviet-Afghan forces for shell- 


ing. rocketing and bombing Pak- 
istani territory. 

The American leg of Khan's 
journey ended with a commit- 
ment for continued close lies bet- 
ween the two countries and an 
assurance from Secretary of 
Slate George Shultz that he 
would help in ’The implementa- 
tion of various arms sales 
proposals under the $4.02 billion 
aid package." 

Tbe American Congress held 
up $480 million in aid because it 
was worried about Pakistan's 
nuclear ambitions. Personal 
pleas from President Ronald 
Reagan released the money. 

Meanwhile, it was reported 
today that the pilot of an Afghan 
Air Force bomber which was 
shot down in the Pakistani 
territory on Thursday night has 
been arrested. Pakistani daily 
‘Frontier Post' of Peshawar said 
that the authorities in North 
Waziristan tribal agency where 
the plane fell, had sent the pilot to 
the security authorities in Pesh- 
awar for custody and question- 
ing. 


Seoul police chief warns students 

Korean meeting won’t be allowed 


SEOUL, Aujj 6, (UP!): The 
government said today it will not 
permit direct meetings between 
North and South Korean 
students and any rallies designed 
to promoLe the reunification 
talks will be forcefully blocked. 

National police director Chao 
Jong-Suk issued a warning 
against the proposal student 
meetings, which dissident South 
Korean youths hope to hold on 
Aug 15 at the truce village of 
Panmunjom 56 km north of 
Seoul. 

"North Korea has been agitat- 
ing for the student meeting while 
refusi ng our goveramen t ’srealis- 
tic offers Tor exchanges and talks 
between the authorities of the 
two to realise such exchanges,” 
Chosaid. 

“This proves that what the 
North seeks is to create rift and 
confusion in our society in a bid 
to obstruct the Seoul Summer 
Olympics which will open in just 


about 40 days. The students 
meeting can never be allowed. It 
causes unrest for the Olympics, h 
does not help South-North rela- 
tions.” 

Cho said police across the 
country will be on full alert for a 
week starting on Aug 1 0 and will 
conduct campus searches several 
times during the coming week to 
seize leaflets and other items to be 
used in street demonstrations. 

Cho said outdoor rallies sup- 
porting the student talks will be 
crushed but police will not inter- 
fere with student gatherings on 
campus. Students will also be 
permitted to stage pilgrimages 
across South Korea. The pil- 
grimages have been scheduled to 
begin on Monday. 

Members of the National 
Student Leaders Council, a dis- 
sident organisation, said the 
government should not block the 
proposed meeting between 
students of the two Koreas. 


The students have proposed 
that their meetings could be res- 
tricted to discussions on the 
exchanges of students and sports 
events if the government guaran- 
tees that representatives of 
various social groups will be 
invited to a proposed meeting of 
South and North Korea leg- 
islators. 

On June 10, dissident students 
tried to march loPanmunjoni for 
a session with their Northern 
counterparts. Police blocked the 
attempt, causing violent street 
riots to erupt in Seoul. 

The Seoul government said 
such contacts could not be per- 
mitted because it involved mat- 
ters that could only be handled by 
government representatives of 
both sides. 

Leading members of South 
and North Korean parliaments 
recently exchanged a scries oflei- 
lers proposing a bilateral law- 
maker&meeiing. 


Pakistan will get US howitzers 


WASHINGTON. Aug 6, (AP): 
The US Defence Department 
notified Congress yesterday it 
■had approved- a sale of 155mm- 
.howitzers lo Pakistan with " 
assurances the move will not 
affect the military balance in the 
region. 

Barring any congressional 
objections, the Defence Depart- 
ment said it would provide Pakis- 
tan with 40 of the weapons, some 
of them self-propelled and some 
of them towed, along with spare 
parts for $40 million, the Pen- 
tagon said. 

“Pakistan needs these howit- 
zers to standardise equipment 
within the Pakistan Army... the 


Pentagon said. "The sale or this 
equipment and support will not 
affect the basic military balance 
-in the region. 

‘ The US Army will oversee the 
transaction. The prime contrac- 


The Rock Island arsenal in Rock 
Island, Illinois, will provide the 
towed howitzers. 

"This sale will contribute to 
the foreign policy and national 
security of the United States by 
helping to improve the security 
of a friendly country which has 
been and continues to be an 
important force for political 


stability and economic progress 
in Southwest Asia. 

Meanwhile, the Senate cru- 
shed an effort on Friday to 
require Japan to buy US-buili 
ships as part of a pact lo defend 
Pacific Sea lanes with the Aegis 
defence system, the high-tech 
missile radar that downed an 
Iranian jetliner in the Gulf. 

Defence Secretary Frank 
Carlucci and Secretary of Stale 
George Shultz had urged the 
Senate to kill defence appropria- 
tions bill provision to force 
Japan to buy both the compuier- 
dnven radar — and ships using 
it, from the United States. 


Food prices rise in 
Burma after unrest 
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MRD vows 
not to allow 
partyfess 
elections 

ISLAMABAD. Aug 6, 

I KUNA): A big opposition rally 
held in the Sindh city of Sukfcur 
yesterday vowed not lo let party- 
less elections be held in Pakistan 
•>n Nov 16 as announced by 
President Ziu-ul-Haq. 

Organised by the 9-party 
opposition alliance, the 

Movement for (he Restoration 
of Democracy (MRD). it 
declared that nothing short of 
parly- based elections would be 
acceptable. 

It was the biggest public rally 
in the history ofSukkur. the third 
largest city of Sind province. It 
also expressed luck of confidence 
in the election commission 
headed by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice S.A. Nusrat and demanded, 
the reconstitution of a new elec- 
tion commission lo conduct the 
November polls. 

This was the first of a scries of 
rallies planned by MRD during 
August to mobilise public opin- 
ion against non-parly polls. 

Prominent MRD leaders 
Nuwubzada Nasrulluh Khan. 
Maulunu Fuzlur Rahman, Tikka 
Khan and Mairaj Mohammad 
Khan addressed the rally 
presided over by Rasul Bakhsh 
Palejo. secretary -general of the 
Awami National Parly. 

They criticised President Zia 
for ordering pa ny less polls so as 
to perpetuate what they called his 
autocratic rule. 

They said that Pakistan itself 
was the product of a party-based 
system. If this system had not 
been inexistence before partition 
of India there would have been 
no Muslim League and no 
Mohammad Ah' Jinnah and no 
Pakistan, they said. 

Elections on parly basis were 
the best guarantee for the growth 
of democracy, the leaders asser- 
ted. They blamed the regime for 
rising ethnic, sectarian, and 
provincial feelings resulting in 
bloodshed. These trends were the 
natural outcome of curbing 
political parties by the martial 
law governments, the leaders 
charged. 

Meanwhile, security was 
strengthened at US diplomatic 
missions in Islamabad. Lahore, 
Karachi. Peshawar and Quetta 
following anti-American 
demonstrations by members of 
the Shiite community yesterday 
fallowing the assassination of 
prominent Shiite leader Atlanta 
Arif Hussain Al Hussaini. 
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BANGKOK, Aug 6, (AP): 
Authorities begin special s ales of 
staple foodstuffs today to low 
income earners in the Burmese 
capital who have been hit with 
rising prices, official Radio Ran- 
goon said. 

Rangoon -based diplomats 
have linked recent sharp price 
hikes and some hoardi ng of basic 
necessities by merchants to 
demonstrations and general ten- 
sion in Burma. 

Last week, thousands demon- 
strated against new President 
Sein Lwin, who has promised 
economic reforms but has moved 
quickly to quash all political dis- 
sent. 

The broadcast yesterday said 
authorities had arrested 149 peo- 
ple in connection with last week’s 
protests in Rangoon, which led 
the government to declare mar- 
tial law in the city. 

Leaflets circulating in Ran- 
goon have railed for a general 
nationwide strike Monday. 

Authorities were to begin sales 
of rice, cooking oil, salt and 
assorted fish through various 
cooperative units “to help relieve 
manual labourers and low 
income earners affected by rising 
prices of staple foodstuffs," the 
broadcast said. 

One Western diplomatsaid the 
price of rice had quadrupled over 
the past few months. 


Sein Lwin. who also is chair- 
man of Burma's only political 
party, has endorsed a package of 
reforms which would loosen 
government control over sectors 
of the economy and invite hith- 
erto forbidden foreign private 
investment into the country. 

He has criticised the bureau- 
cracy for corruption and inef- 
ficiency and said an "almost 
deathlike immobility” pervades 
some organisations in the Burma 
.Socialist Programme party. 

Diplomats in Rangoon and 
travellers returning from the 
capital in recent days say Bur- 
mese businessmen appear scep- 
tical of the reforms and fear 
another demonetization of the 
c unfen cy as a simplistic way to 
deal with mounting inflation. 

The government last fall sud- 
denly withdrew several currency 
notes from circulation without 
compensation. The move 
sparked riots and talk among 
Burmese that the government 
had engaged in "official rob- 
bery." 

Some businessmen reportedly 
say that Sein Lwin may push the 
reforms through in order to cling 
to power, while others believe 
there will be little follow-up 
because the 64-year-old former 
military o ffleer is at heart an- old- 
guard socialist.

Kuwait is free 
from cholera 

THE director of the public health 
department at the Ministry of 
Public Health Dr Rashed Al 
Uwaish appealed to citizens and 
expatriates — especially those 
wno come from India — to visit 
the nearest health centre when 
they suffer from severe diarrhoea 
and vomiting. 

He said that Kuwait is free 
from cholera and added that the 
vigilance of the ministry in 
preventing the entry to food- 
stuffs carried by passengers has 
helped in preventing the diseases 
from entering into the country. 

Dr Al Uwaish pointed out that 
there were 1 37 reported cases of 
cholera in the summer of 1985 
and 33 cases in the summer of 
1986 white it reported only four 
expatriate cases last year. 

He added that it is difficult for 
this disease to spread in Kuwait 
due lo Ihe availability of good 
sewage networks, clean drinking 
water and strict control on 
imported foodstuffs. i 

The centres of the ministry 
that were opened to examine the 
expatriate manpower discovered 
160 cases of malaria, 15 cases of 
fifiarsis and 100 cases of TB 
among expatriate workers till 
July end he said.

for any other purposes.

US Secretary or Stale George 
Shultz later declared that the 
American administration and 
the Congress had reached a com- 


promise on the deal, namely to 
supply Kuwait with Maverick-G 
missiles which are less advanced 
than the Maverick-Ds. 

The New York Times news- 
paper had reported that pro- 
Israeli congressmen had agreed 
to sell Kuwait 300 Maverick-G 
missiles instead of 1 00 Maverick- 
D missiles. 

Designed 

The G version of the infrared 
guided missile was designed 
primarily for use against ships 
while the D version was for use 
against tanks. 

Key US congressmen said on 
Wednesday they had agreed with 
the Reagan administration to 
stretch oat delivery of the 
weapons and to exchange the F- 
18s on a one-for-one basis with 
A-4 aircraft now in Kuwait's 
possession. 

They said delivery of the F-l 8s 
would be extended to 1994 ins- 
tead of being completed by 1993. 


Meanwhile, an Abu Dhabi 
daily said the American adminis- 
tration was quick to agree with 
the Congress on the arms deal to 
Kuwait, after reports that 
Britain and France offered to 
meet the military requirements of 
Kuwait 

A military source in the British 
Ministry of Defence was quoted 
by Al Itlihad daily newspaper as 
saying that his country was 
prepared to supply all the needs 
of Kuwait if the US Congress 
bad turned down the deal. 

He added that such a huge deal 
would pro vide any arms-produc- 
mgcountrywithaloiofliquidity. 

Balked 

Washington learned from past 
lessons when an Arab country 
turned to Europe for an arms 
deal when Washington balked at 
supplying, the source said.

Selective ban on outflow of workers may be imposed 

Sri Lanka determined to stop job racketeering 


Anyone spreading AIDS 
intentionally ‘will be punished’

SRJ LANKA is planning to 
place a selective ban on the out- 
flow of its workers seeking 
employment abroad in a bid to 
stem job racketeering in the 
country, according to G. Soysa, a 
member of a delegation, which 
was led by Sri Lanka's Deputy 
Labour Minister Davananda 
Wicramasinghe. 

This means that only the Sri 
Lanka Bureau of Foreign 
Employment and licensed agents 
will be able to send workers 
abroad, said Soysa, the bureau's 
chairman. 

Sizing up 

The legislation enforcing the 
partial ban could affect the influx 
of Sri Lankan labour force in the 
Gulf which employs the largest 
number of Sri Lankan women 
abroad. 

The delegation yesterday 
ended a two-day unofficial visit 
to Kuwait aimed at sizing up the 
situation of Sri Lankan workers 
in the Gulf stale. 

Soysa told the Arab Times that 
the bureau would be responsible 
for training, certifying, and 
repatriation, which is currently a 
sponsor's responsibility, of Sri 
Lankan workers. 

The new law does not preclude 
Sri Lanka form striking bilateral 


agreements with foreign govern- 
ments which would provide 
adequate protection for Sri Lan- 
kan workers and reduce the num- 
ber of labour disputes. 
Problems 

"We have friendly relations 
with the Gulf states and that is 
why we would like to bring more 
order into the recruitment sys- 
tem." said Soysa. 

“Most of our workers are 
happy with their jobs in the Gulf, 
but there have been some 
problems too.’’ said Soysa. 

Sri Lanka is seeking a better 
control of the recruitment system 
to prevent exploitation and 
labour disputes both at home 
and abroad. 

The Sri Lankan labour force in 
Kuwait numbers about 70,000 
out of which about 60.000 are 
maids — the most frequent 
subjects of exploitation and dis- 
putes. 

The island state is the only 
country among Asia's large 
exporters of labour which has 
not placed restrictions on the 
outflow of its workers. 

Sri Lanka is ready to push for 
an agreement with Kuwait which 
would improve the recruitment 
system. 

The solution, he says, has to 
rely on active participation of 
both Sri Lanka and Kuwait. 




Soysa: legislation 

The delegation plans to return 
to Kuwait Tor an official visit in 
October. 

“We have undertaken mea- 
sures to stem the exploitation at 
our end," said Soysa. These 
include tough legislation with jail 
penalties for recruitment agents 
who demand or take commis- 
sions or make false promises. 

The Sri Lankans would like to 
see a tighter grip by the local 
authorities on Kuwait’s recruit- 
ment agents. 

“One of the major problems 


we face is the illegal recruitment 
in Sri Lanka and Kuwait which 
basically means that the workers 
have to buy their jobs'* said 
Soysa. 

He also proposes a sort of a 
detention centre in Kuwait 
which would ofTer a refuge and 
oounsellingforSri Lankan maids 
who run away from their 
employers. 

"A maid who runs away from 
her employer by this act commits 
an offence. And she has no one to 
assist her,” he said.' Domestic 
helpers are not covered by labour 
law. 

The maids who run away are 
usually not well-adjusted to the 
new working situation or suffer 
from loneliness. Their problems 
in some cases are compounded 
by poor communication and 
misunderstandings, said Soysa. 
Counselling could iron out some 
of these problems, he said. 

Trains 

To help prepare Sri Lankan 
women, who are in most cases 
housewives, for jobs abroad the 
bureau trains them at its Central 
Training Institute. Every month 
the institute turns out l,00p cer- 
tified maids.

A RANKING Kuwaiti health 
official yesterday revealed that 
the government is looking into a 
law which would include an arti- 
cle incriminating a person who 
knowingly transmits AIDS. 

The Undersecretary of Minis- 
try of Health, Nael Al Naqeeb, 
said the draft law would deal 
with the legal ties between the 
carrier of die AIDS virus and 
those in direct contact with him 
like a spouse, in addition to the 
position of Islam toward such 
cases. 

Carriers 

Dr Al Naqeeb indicated that 
20 AIDS earners have been dis- 
covered. four of whom are 
Kuwaitis and the rest are 
expatriates, who have been 
deported. 

He stressed that none of these 
carriers showed any symptoms 
of the deadly illness, noting that 
the four Kuwaiti carriers are not 
being isolated at the hospital for 
contagious diseases and they are 
in good health. 

A carrier of the AIDS virus is 
not labelled as a patient unless he 
displays symptoms of the fatal 
disease, spearheaded by the 
collapse of the immunity system. 
It takes two-to five-years for a 
carrier to show any signs of 
AIDS. - -

Kuwait has only one private clinic for psychiatric treatment 


STATISTICS al the Ministry of 
Public Health indicate that 30 
per cent of patients visiting clin- 
ics due to psychological symp- 
toms suffer from mental 
problems which are reflected on 
their general health status. 

Many who suffer from daily 
distress need the advice of 
specialists to better cope with 
their lives. 

Common 

In the Western world, clinics 
and medical centres which deal 
with psychological problems are 
common. Doctors are not neces- 
sarily masters or doctorate hol- 
ders, but, are trained and 
qualified to deal with these cases. 

These doctors mostly depend 
on weekly psychological sessions 
for treatment and have proved 
successful in treating various 
mental distress cases and cases 
such as fear or uncomplicated 
disorders. 

Some doctors arc family coun- 
sellors specialising in husband 
and wife problems. A session 
might take 50 lo 60 minutes last- 
ing from six months to several 
years. 

Kuwait, has only one such 
private clinic, which was opened 
more than three years ago and is 
owned bv Dr Bashir Al Rashid a 


specialist in psychiatry. He deals 
with different psychological 
problems requiring weekly ses- 
sions lasting an hour each. 

Dr Al Rashid charges KD20 
per session which is equivalent to 
what similar psychologists 
receive in America or Europe. 

What is confusing is that licen- 
ces to practise this profession are 
granted by the Ministry of Com- 
merce and not the Ministry of 
Public Health. 

Officials at the licensing 
department in the Ministry of 
Public Health say that psy- 
chologists do not graduate from 
medical colleges and as such the 
health department are not per- 
mitted to issue prescriptions. 

Crowded 

However, in most countries of 
the world, it is clear that these 
specialists deal with the human 
state of mind and it is only logical 
that they should gel their permits 
from the Ministry of Public 
Health. 

Dr Al Rashid is of the opinion 
that it is more logical for the 
Ministry of Public Health to 
process applications of psy- 
chiatry offices. 

Kuwait has only one hospital 
that deals with mental patients 
and according lo residents and 


doctors, the hospital is suffering 
from several problems. 

Dr Dari Ezzat pointed out that 
the psychiatry hospital is crow- 
ded with patients. One doctor 
has more than 50 patients daily 
and the time he can allocate to a 
patient is most adequate, he 
added. 

Since there are no psy- 
chological clinics available in 
Kuwait, some people prefer to 
live with their problems rather 
than going to the hospital and the 
affluent prefer going outside 
Kuwait for hospitalisation. 

Dr Al Rashid said that 
officials should not forget that 
the population in Kuwait has 
doubled and the same applies to 
mental patients. 

Not permitting private clinics 
to open within Kuwait was due 
to a political decision passed by 
the Ministry of Public Health a 
long time back. The government 
fears that such a speciality could 
be abused. 

No guarantees 

However, Rashid said this is 
quite possible also in other parts 
of the world where patients are 
treated and there were no 
guarantees in this respect to 
patients treated outside Kuwait. 

He added that patients have 


the right to choose between 
private clinics and hospitals and 
should not be deprived of doing 
so. 

Permitting private clinics to 
open will ease the pressure on the 
psychiatry hospital and will in 
turn improve treatment levels. 

He stressed that mental 
patients are better treated in their 
environments and among their 
families. 

He commented that the 
medical staff is con sidered one of 
the best in the Gulf area and have 
the highest international 
degrees. 

Dr Hussain Darwish working 
as a specialist in psychiatry since 
30 years, says that psychiatrists 
in Kuwait are not appreciated. 

Dr Nael AJ Naqeeb, the under- 
secretary at the Ministry of 
Public Health says that most 
patients do not really require 
treatment. 

Concept 

The undersecretary pointed 
out that there are many ideas 
under study to improve the psy- 
chiatry hospital. The concept of 
outside psychiatry clinics is one 
such issue, others include incor- 
porating psychiatry hospitalisa- 
tion within government hosp- 
itals, he added. 


T raff ic accidents cause 1 7pc of deaths Somali minister ends visit 


THE director of research and 
studies department al the Minis- 
try of Interior. Colonel Abdul 
Majeed Khuraibct. said that 17 
per cent of deaths in Kuwait arc 
attributed lo traffic accidents. 

In an interview with the inter- 
nal magazine of the Ministry of 
Interior he said that SO per cent of 
those killed in accidents arc 
under 50 years of age. 

Violations 

The official explained that 
there arc seven main kinds of 
traffic violations in Kuwait: 
speeding, driving without a 
licence, reckless driving, parking 
in prohibited zones, overloaded 
vehicles, expiration of car 

insurance and violation of plate 
numbers. 

As per -tat isticx 232.000 viola- 
tions were recorded in 1987. 
There were 1 14.832 violations in 
the Capital Ciovemorale. 67.945 
in Hawiilli. 9.826 in Ahmudi. 
20,531) in Jahra. 6.497 at motor- 
ways. 1 2.422 reported by emer- 
gency patrols, and, 8.359 viola- 
tions of safety, he said. 

Colonel Khuraibct pointed 
out that road accidents cannot be 
ullributed to drivers alone as 


most ears exported lo Arab 
countries do not meel required 
technical *|tcci fieai ions in their 
safety designs. 

Oblige 

Traffic laws in some Arab 
countries do not oblige impor- 
ters to meet safety conditions of 
vehicle^, as these countries lack 
technical studies on safely 
aspects of cars, he said. 

The official cited a field study 
on 2.350 salon cars manufac- 
tured before 1980. The 1983 
study indicated that 83.5 percent 
of those models in Kuwait were 
not safe and suffered from dan- 
gerous technical faults as per 
international security specifica- 
tions. 

Importance 

The study showed that three 
per cent of these cars were scrap. 
14 per cent had mild technical 
faults, 2.5 per cent were safe 
under good conditions, and. 39 
per cent emitted high levels of 
CO.. 

A traffic department study on 
trucks indicated that 15 percent 
had slight technical faults. 72 per 
cent had vital faults and 13 per 
cent were unsafe for use. 


Colonel Khuraibet stressed on 
the importance of meeting tech- 
nical specifications of vehicles to 
protect passengers, pedestrians 
and the environment. 

Gases from car exhausts are 
the cause of various health 
problems, cars that meet inter- 
national specifications will con- 
tribute to preventing aaccidents 
and are as well economical in the 
long run. he said. 


Directory 

IBRAHIM Mohammed Hadi, 
the secretary-general at the 
Environment Protection Coun- 
cil said that the GCC General 
Secretariat recently issued a 
directory on the Arab and Gulf 
environmental experiences. 

In an interview with a local 
daily. Hadi said that the new 
directory was based on the one 
issued by Kuwait's Environment 
Council three years ago. 

The directory includes all 
specialisations in the environ- 
mental field and is a source of 
reference on environment in 
Kuwait and other countries he 
said. 


SOMALI Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Dr Mohammed 
Ali Hamed left Kuwait yester- 
day, concluding a four-day visit 
to the country. 

He was seen off at the airport 
by Minister of State for Services 
Issa Al Mazidi, Somali Ambas- 
sador to Kuwait Mohammed 
Malingur and Najeh Abdalla Al 
Baghli of the protocol depart- 
ment at the Foreign Ministry. 

Hamed had conveyed a mes- 
sage to HH the Amir from 
Somali President Mohammed 
Siad Barre. 

Hamed also held talks with 
HH the Crown Prince and 
Premier Sheikh Saad Ai 
Abdullah and Deputy Premier 
and Foreign Minister Sheikh 
Sabah Al Ahmed on bilateral 
relations and problems in the 
Horn of Africa: as well as the 
situation in Somalia. 

The minister, in an interview 
with KUNA, said that Mogadi- 
shu believes in that method and 
has already used it to amend rela- 
tions with Ethiopia. 

He hoped, in this respect, that 
Addis Ababa would execute the 
agreement signed between the 
lwocountriesin April thisyearso 


as to establish mutual trust. 

Hamed said the agreement, a 
preliminary accord to finding a 
just and lasting peace to basic 
problems between the two coun- 
tries, stipulated .the disen- 
gagement of forces and with- 
drawal of each country’s troops 
15 kilometres back, ending hos- 
tile propaganda campaigns and 
sabotage operations, normalisa- 
tion of relations and exchange of 
prisoners. 

Most of the articles have been 
implemented, he noted, hoping 
that Ethiopia will complete 
application of the rest to esta- 
blish trust between the two 
nations. 

Asked to comment on the 
ongoing negotiations in the UN 
to end the Iraq-lran war after 
Tehran’s acceptance of the 
Security Council Resolution 
598, Hamed said that "any Arab 
or Muslim regrets this destruc- 
tive war that has been going on 
for a long time to no avail." 

He added Somalia has wel- 
comed Iran's approval of 
Resolution 598 and hopes that 
ihe UN Secretary-General 
would be successful in finding 
means of halting this war. 


He explained that opening 
psychiatry departments at public 
hospitals requires establishing a 
small hospital at every govern- 
ment hospital. Thus. the ministry 
should provide special budgets 
and more staff. 

Dr Al Naqeeb pointed out that 
the government has already star- 
ted studies to open a new hospital 
for psychiatry and the project is 
expected to commenoe as soon as 
possible. 

Continuing, he said, addiction 
has begun to take on new dimen- 
sions in Kuwait. The number of 
addicts are increasing and it has 
become necessary to establish a 
separate hospital to deal with 
such cases. 

Possibility 

Presently, all cases are being 
transferred to the Chest Diseases 
Hospital which is gradually 
being converted into a centre to 
deal with drug addiction cases 
only, he said. 

Fifteen doctors were appoin- 
ted recently at the psychiatry 
hospital and there is a possibility 
of appointing more doctors in 
the near future. The nursing staff 
will also be increased by deploy- 
ing 50 new nurses at different 
hospitals, he added. 

The undersecretary said that 
there are some legal problems 
which prevent granting the Min- 
istry of Public Health the auth- 
ority to issue licences to private 
dinics.

Jordan’s recent moves 


Hussein puzzles 
State Department 


By Barry Schweid 


WASHINGTON. (AP): The 
American investment in Jordan’s. 
King Hussein — in peace dreams 
and hard weapons — is so great 
the State Department cannot 
imagine going ahead without 
him as it seeks peace in the Mid- 
dle East. 

Despite the steps he has taken 
over the past weeks to sever ties 
to the West Bank, the Depart- 
ment rests its faint hopes for 
negotiation on the assumption 
Hussein will play a role in any 
setLlemenL 

The king's declaration Sunday 
abandoning any claim to the 
Israeli-held territory to the Pales- 
tine Liberation Organization has 
not prompted a change in US 
policy or in Secretary of State 
George Shultz's formula peace 
talks. 

There is no place in the US 
plan for a PLO seat at the 
negotiating table, nor for a 
separate Palestinian delegation. 
The State Department still 
would like “responsible Palestin- 
ians” to join a delegation with 
Jordan and to meet with Assis- 
tant Secretaiy of State Richard 
Murphy during his current trip 
to the Middle East. 

Prohibited 

But any meeting by Shultz, 
Murphy or other American 
diplomats with the PLO remain 
prohibited until and unless Yas- 
ser Arafat's Organization 
accepts Israel's right to exist and 
renounces terrorism. 

Vernon Walters, the US per- 
manent representative to the 
United Nations, said Thursday 
there should be “some sort of a 
Palestinian delegation" at the 
peace table. 

But State Department officials 
hastened to explain that Walters 
was not signaling a change from 
the idea of a mixed delegation 
promoted by Shultz. “Our posi- 
tions remain as they were 
before.” spokeswoman Phyllis 
Oakley said. 

When Murphy reaches Jordan 
during his current regional tour, 
he will seek clarification of the 
king's declaration severing 
administrative and legal links to 
the West Bank, his abandonment 
of a special fund to assist Pales- 
tinian Arabs and Jordan's 
announcement Thursday that 
21.000 Palestinian civil servants 
would be dismissed or retired. 

In the meantime, though, a 
Slate Department official who 
keeps a close eye on the twists and 


turns in the Middle East said, 
“we don’t have any indication 
the Jordanians are going to be 
breaking their ties to the West 
Bank. Absolutely not.” 

The official, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity, cited 
Jordan's control of passports 
and bridges in the area. West 


Bank farmers still are shipping 
their goods to Jordan and 


their goods to Jordan and 
through it to other Arab coun- 
tries. Members of divided 
families visit back and forth. 

Hussein still is paying for the 
unkeep of religious schools and 
other institutions. “Tbe econ- 
omic link is still there,” the 
official said. 

Jordanian dinars are the com- 
mon currency on the West Bank. 
Jordanian law often is applied. 
Many of the Palestinian Arabs 
hold Jordanian citizenship. 

The territory was controlled 
by Jordan from 1948 to 1967. 
Ever since Israel captured the 
West Bank and Gaza in the 1 967 
six-day war. US policy has been 
based on the assumption Jordan 
wanted to run the West Bank 


again. 

Walters stressed that Jordan's 
border with Israel precludes the 
detachment of Hussein from 


Midwest peace efforts. The king 
has met through the years with 


has met through the years with 
Israeli leaders. And despite his 
differences with Israel, the ldng 
has erected an implicit barrier 
that has kept terrorists from pen- 
etrating. 

. As Hussein began to make his 
West Bank moves last week. 
State Department officials sug- 


gested privately the king was 
deliberately putting the PLO on 
the spot after a series of disap- 


pointments. 

Refused 

His efforts to form a mixed 
delegation with the PLO were 
torpedoed by Arafat in 1986, a 
year after they had agreed to try. 
Except for two members of the 
Palestine National Council, the 
PLO has refused to permit Pales- 
tinians to meet with Shultz or to 
volunteer for participation in the 
Jordanian-led delegation. 

In effect, the king out of frus- 
tration may be inviting the PLO 
to see if it can work out a belter 
deal for the Palestinians than the 
one he has sought in the fact of 
PLO opposition. Failure then 
could mean a call on Hussein by 
the Arabs to step in. 

Of course, Hussein also has 
been frustrated by the refusal of 
Israeli Prime Minister Yitzhak 
Shamir to guarantee a with- 
drawal from the West Bank. 


Burma close to 
political chaos

BANGKOK, (Reuter): Burma is 
dangerously close to political 
chaos, possibly beyond anything 
its new leader Sein Lwincando to 
present bloodshed and save the 
ruling Socialist Party, according 
to Burmese and foreign political 
analysts. 

Thousands of anti-govern- 
ment protesters massed in Ran- 
goon on Thursday and security 
forces fired warning shots to dis- 
perse them. They gathered in 
several parts of the city in 
defiance of martial law imposed 
by the new Socialist Party leader 
and president on Wednesday. 

One Western envoy said: “The 
government's effort to deter 
protests by declaration of mar- 
tial taw has failed." 

Students, after years of 
intimidation, have been leading 
the protest. Diplomats said mar- 
tial law was imposed to pre-empt 
demonstrations planned for next 
Monday on the eighth day of the 
eighth month of the year 88 — 
considered a portentous dale. 

Western diplomats said it 
appeareed that disciplined Army 
troops and demonstrators were 
at pains to avoid violence but 
added tensions, fuelled by sim- 
mering grievances over repres- 
sion and declining living stan- 
dards, could lead to a showdown. 

Poorest 

Sein Lwin Look over from 
Burma Socialist Programme 
Parly founder Ne Win whose 
"Burmese wav to Socialism" — a 
mix of militarism, Marxism and 
Buddhism — is blamed for turn- 
ing the country into one of the 
world’s 10 poorest states. 

Sein Lwin, who was responsi- 
ble for the riot police before tak- 
ing overall power, is seen by 
many Burmese as a symbol of 


state oppression in a military-led 
one-party administration. 

He directed the Lon Htein riot 
police accused of killing, tortur- 
ing and raping people who took 
part in anti-government demon- 
strations that turned into riots 
after police intervention in 
March and June. 


Last Friday after Sein Lwin’s 
takeover, authorities jailed out- 
spoken critic Aung Gyi and at 
least nine others accused of anti- 
government activities. 

One Western diplomat in Ran- 
goon said Sein Lwin had already 
begtin to implement changes 


which could potentially bnng 
Burma back from the brink of 


chaos and develop its rich tim- 
ber, oil. mineral, farm and other 


resources. 

Corruption 

In a speech on Tuesday Sein 
Lwin demanded action on 


Lwin demanded action on 
human rights abuses, told judges 
to end corruption in courts and 
said there had to be an end to 
bribery and wastage in public 
life. 

Sein Lwin has also announced 
new policies including a welcome 
of foreign investment, 
encouragement of private enter- 
prise and joint ventures, and 
legalisation of border trade. 

Analysts say the kyat curr- 
ency may be devalued in a further 
indication of realism on the part 
of the government. 

“Quite frankly Sein Lwin 
might do quite a good job as he 
has all Ne Win's mistakes as 
examples to avoid. If he can't 
cope, only one thing can happen 
— a military coup,” one Burmese 
source said by telephone. 

Sein Lwin's prospects hinge on 
Army support whidi would be in 
jeopardy if troops were ordered 
to shoot civilians, diplomats 
said. 


Israel’s view of Gulf ceasefire 


OCCUPIED JERUSALEM: "It 
may be a dangerous develop- 
ment for us.” That's how one 
Israeli defence sources sizes up a 
possible ceasefire in the eight- 
year Gulf war. 

While welcomed elsewhere, 
the prospect of peace between 
Iraq and Iran raises fears here 
that Iraq's mighty war machine 
might some day be used against 
Israel. The two countries are 
long-time adversaries. 

So far, official Israeli respon- 
ses to the announcement that 
Tehran accepted a United 
Nations ceasefire resolution 
have been cautious and noncom- 
mittal. 

But private Israeli analysts 
and well-placed Israeli officials, 
speaking off the record, agree 
that Israel will face no immediate 
threat from Baghdad when the 
fighting finally stops. 

Iraq will need time to rebuild 
roads, *towns, and industries, all

the while keeping a wary eye on 
Iran. The Ifaqi people, having 
“tasted what war means” are 
unlikely to be eager for new 
military adventures any time 


soon, says Reserve Brig. Gen. 
Aharon Levran, head of the Mid- 


Aharon Levran, head of the Mid- 
dle East Military Balance Project 
at the Jaffe Centre for Strategic 
Studies at Tel Aviv University. 

Iraq will also be reluctant to 
close ranks against Israel with 
Syria, "an Arab sister that slab- 
bed Iraq in the back” by support- 
ing Iran* in the Gulf war, says 
General Levran. 

“The possibility of an eastern 
Arab coalition against Israel is 
almost nil,” Levran adds. 

Some Israelis believe that 
Iran’s acceptance of the ceasefire 
resolution has now closed the 


door on an opportunity for Israel 
to ensure that Iraq and Syria 
remain divided. 

The secret Israeli arms sales to 
Iran, disclosed during the Iran- 
Contra investigation, were even 
counterproductive in this regard, 
several Israeli analysts say. 

"If Israel had taken a more 
positive attitude toward Iraq and 
condemned tlie Gulf war more 
vigorously, it might have helped 


in getting Iraq in the camp of 
Mubarak and Hussein, working

MOSCOW, (Reuter): The 

release by the Soviet Union of 
young West German pilot Math- 
ias Rust has removed a major 
obstacle to better relations with 
Bonn before an autumn visit to 
Moscow by Chancellor Helmut 
Kohl.

Ever since Rust was impr- 
isoned-for his illegal flight to Red 
Square in May 1987 every West 
German politician visiting Mos- 
cow has found it necessary to 
appeal for his release. 

The last was Foreign Minister 
Hans-Dietrich Genscher, in 
Moscow over the weekend. He 
declined at a news conference 
afterwards to talk about Rust 
saying public discussion of the 
sensitive case would not be help-

Clear 

In Bonn, an official spokes- 
man indicated the decision to 
free Rust has seen as an attempt 
to clear the decks before Kohl 
leaves in the second half of 
October for his first visit to the 
Soviet capital since 1983. 

The spokesman quoted the 
chancellor as saying Rust's 
release was “a positive gesture in 
view of my visit to Moscow.” 

The visit is expected to put to 
rest bad feelings caused by 
Kohl'scommentsin a November 
1986 magazine interview com- 
paring Gorbachev's publicity 
skills to those of Nazi 
Propaganda Minister Josef 
Goebbels. 

Rust also said he thought his 
release from a four-year prison 
term after just over one year sig- 
nalled improved ties beween his 
homeland and the Kremlin. 

Improvement 

He told Tass News Agency the 
derision to free him had been a 
“human act” but added: "I think 
this also attests to the overall 
improvement of realalions bet- 
ween our countries.” 

He said he had no complaints 
against the Soviet authorities 
who had interrogated him. sen- 
tenced him and locked him up in 
Moscow’s Lefortovo prison. 

In recent months, both Bonn 
and Moscow have talked of writ- 
ing a new page in their relations, 
including developing economic 
ties. 

West Germany is the Soviet 
Union's largest trading partner 
and had begun to expand indus- 
trial links through joint ventures. 


BEIRUT, (Reuter): A visit by 
assistant- US Secretary of Slate 
Richard Murphy has given a 
boost to hopes of finding a leader 
acceptable to all the country's 
warring factions in the runup to 
presidential elections. 

After weeks of stalemate, 
Murphy on Thursday presented 
Lebanese leaders with a list of six 
names and on Friday held talks 
in Damascus in a bid to narrow 
the choice further, poli lical sour- 
ces said. 


“They (Americans) have come 
with determination to see a 
smooth and peaceful election ... 
this has speeded and focused the 
process,” said one political 
source. 

Parliament must choose a suc- 
cessor to President Amin 
Gemayel before his term expires 
on Sept 23 but past elections have 
been held several weeks before 
the deadline. 

Although the ballot is secret, 
the choice is effectively the result 
of a consensus among different 
local and foreign powers. 


Nervousness 


Security sources said Mur- 
phy’s visit had eased mounting 
nervousness that the poll might 
not be held, leading to a power 
vacuum and possible new 
military confrontation among 
rival Christian and Muslim 
militias. 

Array chief Michel Aoun. 
speaking before Murphy's visit, 
warned in an interview published 
on Friday he would send in 
troops to safeguard the election 
“at the slightest alert.” 

Murphy, who saw acting 
Prime Minister Selim Hoss, 
House Speaker H ussein Husseini 
and Gemayel, told reporters he 
hoped to see the election take 
place “in the coming days." 


It was unclear how soon that 
might be. 

The sources said Murphy had 
no intention of shuulingbetween. 
Damascus and Beirut to see the 
election, through. “He- wants to 
settle it now,” said one source. 

A Western diplomat caution- 
ed, however, that the process was 
still hedged with uncertainly. 
“We don't know what's going to 
happen. And then we don’t know 
what’s going to happen after 
whatever happens, happens.” he 
said. 

After 13 years of civil war, the 
election holds great importance 
for the Lebanese who want a 
leader to reconcile the different 
factions and stop the country dis- 
integrating. 

The leftist daily As-Safir said 
on Friday: ‘The countdown has 
begun .... there are not more than 
five or six names." 

Smoothing 

Syria, long closely involved in 
Lebanon where it has some 
23,000 troops, has been talking 
with the US for several months 
about smoothing the way to the 
election. 

The sources told Reuters the 
six contenders, all MaroniteChr- 
istians, were former Minister of 
Information Michel Edde, mem- 
bers of parliament Pierre Helou 
and Rene Moawad, former Cen- 
tral Bank governor Michel El 
Khoury, lawyer Manuel Younes 
and National Liberal Party 
leader Dany Chamoun. 

American ambassador John 
Kelly produced tbe list from 
dozens of people regarded as 
possible contenders after talks 
with local Muslim and Christian 
groups allowed him to eliminate 
those who were "unelectable.” 
the sources said.

Middle East peace process. Iraq, 
which always favoured a hard- . 
line, has done little for the Arab 
cause during the Gulf war except 
permit the Palestine Liberation 
Organization to base its military 
command in Baghdad. 

A group of moderate stales, 
including Jordan.

High-tech weapons outstrip US 
military’s ability to use them

WASHINGTON, (Reuter): A 
Navy report this week citing 
h uman error in the US downing 
of an Iranian airliner has raised 
tiie issue of whether high tech- 
nology weapons are outstripping 
the American military’s abili ty to 
use them. 

Defence analysts told Reuters 
they were not surprised by a 
leaked report blaming the crew 
of the computerized one-billion- 
dollar cruiser Vincennes, but said 
it pointed to a growing problem 
with complex weapons in tight 
situations: the human factor. 

Since man began pouring boil- 
ing oil on opponents climbing 
castle walls, the experts said, 
weapons have depended on those 
manning them. 


“Mistakes happen frequently 
i the fog of battle no matter how 


in the fog of battle no matter how 
sophisticated the guns are,” said 
Tom Longs treth of the private 
Federation of American scient- 
ists. 

“But now we have an ever 
more sophisticated and very 
expensive high tech Navy. Can 
you teach young people enough 
in a reasonable time so they can 
effectively use the weapons, 
especially if it comes to fighting 
the Russians?” 

Defence officials, who asked 
not to be identified, told Reuters' 
on Wednesday that Navy inves- 
tigators died crew error oh the 
Vincennes for the July 3 downing 
of an Iranian airliner, killing 290 
passengers and crew. 

They said the report, to be 
officially released by Defence 
Secretary Frank Carlucci later. 


suggested Vincennes radar 
operators mistakenly convinced 
themselves that the Iran Air A- 
300 Airbus was an F-14 fighter 
jet making a hostile run toward 
the ship. 

The offidals said the radar 
operators were under extreme 
stress because they were in com- 
bat for the first time.

‘Do as we say, not as we do’

WASHINGTON: They call it 
“the last plantation.” 

It is a place where some 35,000 
people toil unprotected by the 
great civil rights legislation of the 
'60s, a place where the boss’ word 
can be tantamount to law, and a 
place where the guiding philoso- 
phy might be summed up as “do 
as we say, not as we do.” 

It is the United States Con- 
gress, a body that has imposed 
sweeping social and economic 
reforms on the rest of the coun- 
try, but, in many cases, has left 
itselfcoriously exempt. The land- 
mark Civil Rights Act of 1964 
does not apply to Congress. 
Neither do labour laws or 


occupational safety and health 
regulations. The ethics laws that 


have ensnarled several former 
executive branch offidals do not 
affect lawmakers. Congressional 
facilities don't even have the fire 
sprinklers mandated by laws in 
every nonfederal office building 
in the country . 


“Laws that are good enough 
»r everybody else ought to be 


for everybody else ought to be 
good enough for us.” says Sen. 
John Glen (D) of Ohio. “It is .the 
rankest form of hypocrisy.” 

Change 

And it is a “form ofhypocrisy” 
that is coming under increasing 
attack from those who have ben- 
efited from it A recent series of 
well-published incidents -has 
brought working conditions on 
Capitol Hill to national atten- 
tion. Several members, of the 
House and Senate are rushing in 
with legislation to make laws 
applying to the rest of the coun- 


try apply to Congress. Even some 
red-faced senior members of 


rexl-faced senior members of 
Congress — heretofore the 
staunchest defenders of the old 
system — have begun to accept 
that the practices of the old will 
have to change. . - 

"The old dons don’t like it,” 
says Rep. Lynn Marlin (R) of 
Illinois, author' of newly 
introduced legislation that 
would place congressional and 
judiciary employees under 
federal civil rights and 
employment laws. “But there's 
been so much crud that the 
climate's different. You can just 
sense a sentiment for real 


change.” 

That sentiment has intensified 
in the aftermath of an unusual 
episode that began recently. The 
Washington Post printed a fron t- 
page article in which former 
aides to Rep. Roy Dyson (D) of 
Maryland described bizarre 
demands allegedly placed on 
male staff members by the Con- 
gressman's chief assistat, 
Thomas Pappas. The former 
aides contended that Pappas* 
demands included ordering an 
aide to perform a striptease at an 
office retreat. 

By the end of the day on which 
the story was published, Pappas 
was dead, having apparently 
leaped from tbe 24th floor of a 
New York hotel in desperation 
that the allegations had ruined 
his career. Two days later. 
Representative Dyson announ- 
ced that he had known nothing of 
Pappas' employment practices 
and that, if he had. he would have 
put an immediate stop to them. 

Although the accusations 
aimed at Dyson's office were 
unusual, many lawmakers and 
staff members alike agree that 
abuses — some of them serious 
— are common, and that the 

S risode underscored the need for 
ongress to begin applying laws 
it had passed protecting the 
nation's workers to its own 
employees on and off Capitol 
Hill. 

Tragedy 

"That tragedy might not have 
happened if those people had a 
route to complain rather than 
going to the front page of the 
newspapers,” Representative 
Martin says. Bui usually, dissat- 
isfied employees suffer in silence. 
“F’can't tell you the number of 
people who have called me over 
the years to say, 'I would love to 
do something about (a work- 
place problem) if 1 didn’t have to 
make a national spectacle of 
myself,” says Steven Hofman, a 
House Republican leadership 
aide. 

Even before the Pappas 
episode, however, efforts to 
increase protections for congfts- 
sional staff were underway. Last 
year, for example, lawmakers 1 
Found themselves embroiled in 
an embarrassing political ruckus 
when cafeteria workers’, attemp- 
ted to unionize, violating -rules 


Congress had established for 
itself. 

Earlier this year, press 
accounts reported allegations of 
“sweatshop” conditions in the 
House of Representatives' “fold- 
ing room” where members' new- 
sletters to constituents are 
processed. Workers there com- 
plained of being forced to work 
70-hour weeks without overtime 
pay. A House committee dispat- 
ched to investigate the com- 
plaints found that folding-room 
employees toiled in a dingy 
basement room with poorair cir- 
culation and they were exposed 
to noxious fumes. 

In the wake of the folding- 
room revelations, shaken mem- 
bers of the House Education and 
Labour Committee unan- 
imously approved an amend- 
ment to a bill raising the national 
minimum wage that would 
extend federal laws regulating 
hours and wages to congres- 
sional blue-collar workers. 

Similarly, recent events have 
focused attention on coneres- 
sional exemptions from the" eth- 
ics laws of the 1970s. Former 
White House political adviser 
Lyn Nofeiger was convicted and 
former presidential confidant 
Michael Deaver was indicted for 
violating the 1978 Ethics in 

Government Act by lobbying the 
Reagan administration within a 
year of leaving its employ.

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VpiPs causing eye-strain among office-workers

AMONG all the hazards of 
working with visual display 
units, eyestrain is the most 
common. 

More than eigh t in 10 people 
who work for many hours each 
day at a screen say they 
experience Lixed. burning and 
itchy dry eyes or blurred 
.eyesight and headaches. 
i Tell-tale signs of visual 
malaise include offices decked 
with screens and posters or 
wrapping paper pasted to the 
architect-designed windows. 
The aim is to dim the bright 
light and reflections which 
aggravate “glare eyes." 

Like miners, who blinked 
and rolled their eyes as they 
tried to reset them after long 
hours underground, today's 
workers at the '“screen-face” 
can find it hard to refocus in the 
real world. Some drivers com- 
plain of difficulty focussing on 
traffic following a long VDU 
session. 

VDU users complain more 
than others with visually 
demanding jobs. They talk 
about their eyes swelling or 

• TESTING: have your eyes 
tested before working with a 
VDU and arrange an annual 
check. Ask around to find an 
optometrist who is familiar 
with the problems of VDU use. 

Eye-bathing helps keep eyes 
in good condition and “liquid 
tears,” available in small sizes 
at most pharmacies, may 
relieve dryness and irritation, 
especially for contact lens 
users. 

• LIGHTING: most 

problems stem from too much 
light. Aim the screen away from 
windows, as in the diagram. 
Blinds are recommended so 
that boih brightness and glare 
may be manipulated. Room 
lighting should be quite low, if 
working mostly at the screen. 
When work involves screen and 
deskwork the ideal mix would 
be low diffused overhead light- 
ing with a desk-lighL 

Flexibility is the key. as 
individuals obviously vary. A 
SO year old may require much 


being out on stalks, seeing pink 
spots, or their actual eyesight 
changing. 

Sensitivity to bright light is 
common. One woman said she 
felt as though her eyes had 
“aged 20 years”. 

Nearly half the women 
workers in an American study 
said they had either needed 
glasses for the first lime or 
needed to change their existing 
glasses or contact lenses. 

Very few people would wish 
to turn back the clock — com- 
puters are transforming the 
modern workplace. 

Yet with the number of 
VDUs doubling each year, the 
issue of how to counter optical 
fatigue is growing in impor- 
tance. , 

Chronic eyestrain not only 
lowers productivity, it also 
affects working relationships 
and spoils enjoyment of 
activities that require close 
work. 

One acknowledged, but rare, 
risk is “photosensitive 
epilepsy.” Sometimes a vir- 
tually undetectable flicker on 
the screen, which can be a 
problem with older units, can 


trigger an epileptic fit in a sus- 
ceptible person. 

Another possibility is that 
VDUs may influence Lbe 
development of cataracts in a 
small minority of people. 

- While VDUs are not believed 
to cause actual deterioration to 
eyesight, what of today's 
“guinea pigs” who may spend 
their lives screen-bound? 

Dr William Stark, a profes- 
sor of physiological optics and 
engineering from the Univer- 
sity of California, says the 
extent to which VDUs cause 
visual problems may not be 
known for years. He says “I 
believe many highly motivated 
users suffer ocular discomfort 
beyond that appropriate to a 
normal workplace.” 

Accepted 

He notes that: “VDUs were 
developed from television 
screens which were designed for 
large moving objects to be 
viewed at a distance for a short 
period of time.... Implicit is the 
manufacturer's claim lhaL 
legibility is adequate, but we all 
prefer the easy convergence on 
a book, typewritten material or 
even a photocopy of printed

more lighting than a 20 year 
old. 

• GLARE GUARDING: 
experiment to contrast the let- 
ters as sharply as possible and 
to banish reflections. Judiousiy 
placed partitions may help, but 
avoid white and shiny surfaces. 
Be very wary of tinted anti- 
glare glasses: the effect quickly 
lessens and you may be worse 
off. 

Critics say the filtering effects 
of some commercial glare 
guards wears off. One ben- 
eficial side-effect of some 
shields is' thaL they cut down 
static, which accumulates 
around VDUs, and the electro- 
magnetic emissions that have 
been linked with an increased 
miscarriage risk. 

If someone fits a filter inside 
your computer check that they 
are covered by insurance if they 
should break your machine.

What is universally accepted 
by the specialists is that as many 
as one in three of us have 
undiagnosed eye problems 
which could be uncovered 
through working with VDUs. 
In one year, four in !0 brokers 
in one city firm required glas- 
ses. 

Like exposing the weak link 
in a chain, the VDU may help 
unmask sight defects or the 
changes which occur with age 
earlier than might otherwise be 
the case. 

Optometrists stress that 
these problems are not tem- 
porary and that they will affect 
good vision unless eyes are tes- 
ted and appropriate glasses 
worn. 

Some people with perfectly 
adequate everyday vision — 
whether or not they wear glas- 
ses or contact lenses — may 
find they require glasses just for 
working with a screen. 

When reading, most of us 
focus about 12 or 18 inches 
away — reading glasses gen- 
erally achieve that But VDU 
screens are usually between 20 
and 30 inches away which 
means that those with slightly 
impaired sight or who use glas- 
ses for close work will find it 
difficult to focus clearly. 

Bifocals or even trifocals can 
produce the worst eyestrain, 
with the upperpart of the lenses 
adjusted for distance while the 
lower part cannot reach the 
screen. 

In an elTort to adapt, users 
may tilt the screen or their 
necks, perhaps adding to the 
neck and shoulder tension — 
another VDU bugbear. 

Yet adjusting eyes for the 
screen is not only a matter of 
correct glasses. Glare, reflec- 
tions from expanses of win- 
dows without curtains or 
blinds, and long working hours 
without a break all severely 
overload the visual system. 

Some say it is like being 
caught in a vicious circle of hav- 
ing to “manipulate” their eyes 
into position rather than sim- 
ply “seeing” with them.

Professor R. Weale, recently 
director of the Institute of 
Opthalmology in London, 
says: "We have done research 
comparing close pencil and 
paper work with VDUs and we 
could not establish any great 
difference in objective 
measurements of eye function. 
We know that eyes may get 
tired, but when specialists 
examine them they fail to find 
any actual impairment.”

This view was reinforced a 
few years ago by a massive 
American report on the use of 
computers from the National 
Research Council. Nonethe- 
less. dissenters say no large 
studies have been carried out to 
measure the long-term effects, 
and that with increasing use of 
VDUs it will become more dif- 


ficult to set up relevant studies 
to show if there is, say, a grow- 
ing tendency to more or earlier 
short sight. 

Least at risk are the highly 
motivated. Not only may 
interest and reward drive out 
stress, but creative jobs may 
entail more natural breaks 
from the screen. 

The “creators" may also be 
aL an advantage physio- 
logically. With adrenalin run- 
ning, pupils dilate more, which 
may mean less strain on the 
ciliary muscles: boredom, on 
the other hand, leads to con- 
stricted pupils with eye muscles 
working overtime. 

Office and home ergon- 
omists suggest improvements 
to our personal working space 
to counter the health threats. 
As Ursula Huws. author of the 
VDU Hazards Handbook 
states: “It should be possible 
for managements and 
employees redesign jobs which 
do not create new occupational 
strains.** 


Many have already done so 
and others are following with 
agreements that cover the time 
spent each day working with a 
VDU: some workplaces now 
have between two re four hours 
a day limit on continuous 
working, breaks to allow eyes 
to recover, training and eye 
checks. The major question 
now is whether these good 
practices should be backed by 
the stale. 

Last month the first law re 
regulate VDUs was signed in 
America in SufTolk County. In 
companies with more than 20 
employees, those who use 
VDUs for more than 26 hours a 
week must have breaks of 15 
minutes after three hours, and 
the company must pay 80 per 
cent of tne cost of an annual eye 
check. In 12 months time, all 
new “work stations” must have 
anti-glare filters and diffuse 
overhead lighting. 

In Europe, proposals now 
pul forward by the European 
Commission would mean that 
from 1991 employers would 


bave re conform to minimum 
standards for VDU worksta- 
tions and provide eye checks 
for workers before 
employment and later if eye 
problems arise. 

The Brilisti Health and 
Safety Executive, which is 
sponsoring research on visual 
discomfort, is strongly against 
statutory eye tests. “There is no 
scientific justification for pre- 
employment eye checks.” the 
Executive told a House of 
Lords Select Committee last 
month. Some employers who 
started such schemes have 
abandoned them because so lit- 
tle was discovered, says the 
HSE. 

The VDU Workers Rights 
Campaign in London, among 
others, accuses the HSE of 
“extre complacency". Co- 
ordinator Irene Hamilton says: 
“We feel very strongly that the 
HSE is out of step and 
encouraging a situation where 
VDU workers develop 
problems that could be preven- 
ted.”

Bridge writers tend to concentrate 
on hands where game or slam has 
been bid, or where a contract has 
been doubled. As a result, many a 
gem played in a partial glitters 
unseen. 

Fortunately, this one cropped up 
in international competition, so we 
can pay full tribute to the great Aus- 
tralian star, Tim Seres. 

South might have tried a double 
at his second turn rather than simply 
rebidding his diamonds. That would 


probably have led to interesting play 
at a heart contract, but would have 
robbed us of the opportunity to wit- 
ness expert defense. 

West led his fourth-best spade 
and Seres won the trick with his 
jack. Since declarer was marked 
with a singleton spade, he assuredly 
held some length in clubs and, left 
to his own devices, he would be able 
to ruff one or two clubs in dummy. 
Therefore, it was incumbent on the 
defenders to get rid of dummy’s 
trumps. 

Having reached this conclusion, 
most defenders we know would 
have shifted to the ace of trumps 
and another. Declarer would have 
won and drawn the last trump, and 
then banged out the ace-queen of 
hearts. When that fetched the long, 
he would have made the Test of the 
tricks, collecting an overtrick in the 
process. 

Seres found a far better defense — 
he shifted to the ten of trumps! De- 
clarer had no counter. If he attacked 
hearts immediately, the defenders 
could collect a heart ruff and a club 
for down one. So he tried another 
trump, but that proved no better. 
East won and shifted to a club, and 
the defenders collected two club 
tricks and a heart for the same 
result.

HONOLULU: Deposed Philip- 
pine President Ferdinand Mar- 
cos slipped back into his home 
after hiding out following 
reports of gunmen near his 
residence. A Philippine official 
said Marcos might be faking the 
threat. 

Marcos and his wife. Imelda. 
had spent the night at a friend's 
home on Oahu Island, 3fier 
guards said they saw guns stick- 
ing out the windows of three cars 
driving past the Marcoses' hill- 
side home last week, said Mar- 
cos" spokesman Gem mo Trin- 
idad. 

Security was tightened outside 
the home' following the reports. 
Trinidad said. 

In the Philippines, govern- 
ment spokesman Teodore Ben- 
igno said he didn't know any- 
ihingabom the repori of gunmen 
and didn't want to comment 
“because one of the world’s mas- 
ter illusionists is at work." 

Trinidad declined to say what 
lime the Marcoses returned 
home. 

“This is a security matter, and 
I would not like to discuss these 
ihine* m public as it might 
jeopardize security measures." 
Trinidad said. 

The report of gunmen came on 
the same day a published report 
said Marcos had offered to pay 
the Philippine government $5 
billion in exchange for being all- 
owed to return to his homeland 
free from criminal prosecution. 
Marcos denied the report. 


Aquino cracks 
whip at 
sluggards 


PRESIDENT Aquino has star- 
ted cracking down her economic 
development officers, and 
ordered them to implement 
government projects which have 
long been pending. Press 
Secretary Teodore Benigno said 
yesterday.

The big question political pundits are asking 


Will Aquino run again in 1992? 


WILL President Aquino, the 
nonpolitician who has pledged to 
serve only for one term, run for 
re-election in 1992? 

The recent realignment of for- 
ces within the ruling coalition, 
statements of political leaders 
and the actions of the President 
herself indicate that she is keep- 
ing her options open for a second 
term. 

Although the President has 
said she would retire after 1992 
because she has already done 
enough to redress the wrongs 
committed by former President 
Marcos on her husband and the 
nation, her close political adv- 
isers are saying she can be per- 
suaded to run again. 

"Everything is possible." says 
Rep. Jose Cojuangco. the 
President's brother, when asked 
by Cebu reporters whether she 
could be prevailed upon to run 
again. 

Surprised 



• The formation of the LDP'to 
support her — although she is 
not a member-in her programme 
of government and possibly in 
her future bid for re-election. 

• Recent interpretations of the 
constitutional provision limiting 
the president's term to only six 
years, saying she is not covered 
by the prohibition, because she 
took office long before the con- 
stitution was ratified. 


. • The latest polls which show 
her undiminished popularity and 
her frequent trips to the provin- 
ces to meet directly with local 
leaders.

House Speaker Ramon V. 
Mitra, head of the newly formed 
Laban ng Mga Demokratikong 
Pilipino (LDP), has also made a 
similar statement. He says he will 
try to persuade the President to 
run for re-election. “If she 
refuses. I will try and try again.” 
But what surprised political 
observers most was her Indepen- 


dence Day address in which she 
declared that this year will mark 
the beginning of a "decade of 
• nationalism.” Although herterm 
ends in 1992. or four years from 
now. she said: "As we begin our 
ten-year march to full nation- 
hood, let our steps be guided by 
the fixed star of nationalism..*’ 


Again, on her recent trip to 
Europe, she told news con- 
ference: "At first 1 did not want 
to be President, but now (hat 1 
am President, 1 intend to be a 
successful one so that Filipinos 
can have a better life.” 

Other indicators of her future 
intentions: 


Many potential presidential 
candidates in the loose coalition 
look at the forming of the LDP as 
a ploy to thwart their ambitions. 
They express their support for 
the President, but they are reluc- 
tant to align themselves with a 
party that could eliminate them 
from contention. 

There is a nagging suspicion 
that Mitra, supported by Rep. 
Cojuangco, will use the LDP to 
advance his own presidential bid 
should the President decide not 
to rtin. On the other hand, if the 
President agrees to run again, the 
LDP will ensure her victory with 
its backing. 

This probably explains why 


the Liberal Party headed by Sen- 
ate President Joviio Salonga, the 
splinter PDP group or Senator 
Aquilino Pimentel and the 
UNIDO of Vice-President 
Salvador H. Laurel pubtiejy 
announced their refusal to join 
the LDP even if their members 
will be divested of key committee 
posts in Congress. 

The elections are still four 
years away, but some of the key 
leaders in the fragmenting coali- 
tion are said to be busy Forging 
secret alliances with various 
political groups, including mem- 
bers of Marcos's Kilusang 
Bagong Lipunan. 

The LDP itself is said to have 
entered into a secret arran- 
gement with former Marcos hen- 
chmen and independents in a bid 
to strengthen its ranks. Salonga, 
on the other hand, is reportedly, 
negotiating with former mem- 
bers of Aquino's cabinet and 
exiled businessman Eduardo 
Cojuangco. whose resources 
could boost the logistics of the 
Liberal Party. Pimentel's PDP 
may end up with an alliance with 
nationalist groups, including Lhe 
leftist Partito ng Bayan. 

By keeping their own parties 
alive, the other prospective can- 
didates feel tbeir own chances to 
run for the presidency won't be 
jeopardises. — Associated 
Editors 


Lonely farmers 
from Japan find 
brides in Baguio 


BAGUIO CITY: Editha Wakai 
giggled as she sliced a fillet of raw 
tuna into neat little chunks under 
a cook's watchful eyes. 

Tib excited." said the 26- 
year-old newlywed, who was 
preparing sashimi as part of a 
crash course in Japanese life and 
culture before joining her hus- 
band Kimio Wakai, 36, in Mat- 
sudai, a fanning town north of 
Tokyo. 

Mrs Wakai was one of ten 
Filipinos married in this moun- 
tain city in May to Japanese far- 
mers and workers in Niigata 
prefecture through a matchmak- 
ing scheme managed by the 


relies on letters, often used by 
Westerners seeking Filipino 
wives. 

Under the Japhil scheme, the 
mayoror high-ranking official of 
a city like Matsudai co-ordinates 
with local officialsin an area with 
prospective brides, to arrange an 
informal party for the Filipinas 
and the Japanese men who arrive 
in a group. 

Cupid then takes over as the 
bachelors, often shy and poor 
English-speakers. court the 
. women with the help of inier- 
■ pretersand volunteers, until they 
get a “yes” to a marriage 
proposal.

Japan-Philippines Society 
(Japhil), a private group. 

The grooms left after the hon- 
eymoon. but the brides stayed 
behind for lessons intended to 
ease their adjustment to a new li fe 
in Japan. 

Amid the cackle of geese in the 
cool highland air, the women 
learn basic Nippongo. the art of 
tea, sitting properly, dressing 
and other essentials. 

The couples are to be reunited 
when the brides fly together to 
Matsudai. 

Ratio 

Town officials there said the 
ratio of 130 bachelors 30-45 
years of age compared to 15 
unmarried women over the age 
of IS had prompted the search 
for Filipina brides. 

Scores of rural Japanese men 
have sought Filipinas in recent 
years due to the increasing dif- 
ficulty of finding partners in their 
own communities. Japhil mem- 
bers said. 

Greater numbers of young 
Japanese women are leaving 
their villages to find lucrative 
jobs and husbands in the cities. 

AUhough many Filipinos 
frown upon wholesale arranged 
marriages, Japh il’s system differs 
from the much-criticised "mail- 
order brides" business which 


Hiroshi lkeda, a Baguio-based 
Japanese agriculturist who 
serves as a consultant to Japhil, 
said he cautions the women, who 
usually come from poor families, 
against expecting an easy and 
bountiful life in Japan. 

Wakai warned his bride 
Editha in a letter: “Don’t be sur- 
prised when you first step into 
our house, as the first thing you 
will see is a cow inside. We are 
under snow in the winter so that 
the workshop, the cowshed and 
the living area are in one large 
room. But our living room is 
separated from the cowshed.” 

Japhil president Sakae 
Shimada. a Manila-based busi- 
nessman, said the group had hel- 
ped bring about at least 40 
Japanese-Filipina marriages 
since they began the non-profit 
service last year. 

Baguio, the Philippines' hon- 
eymoon capita!, could be the 
most hospitable place for Japan- 
ese rural men looking for lifelong 
partners. 

The city has a sizeable Japan- 
ese-Filipino community, descen- 
dents of migrants who settled 
here at the turn of the century. 
And Baguio is at the heart of a 
lush agricultural region, where 
the women are used to life in the 
farm. — AFP

US sailor 
throws 
Filipino 
wife to 
sharks 


EXMOUTH, Australia — A US 
Navy sailor killed his Philippme- 
born wife by throwing her into 
shark-infested waters off the 
Indian Ocean, a military 
prosecutor told an American 
court martial. 

Petty O nicer Charles Wayne 
Elmore, 26, charged with 

R remeditated murder in the 
larch 1988 death of his wife, 
Bella Fe. Elmore, who is 
stationed in Exmouth, has 
pleaded innocent. 

A judge and jury, all US 
military officers, flew in for the 
trial, the first court martial for an 
American in Australia since 
World War II. 

In her opening statement, 
government prosecutor Lt. 
Cmdr. Philemina Jones ackn- 
owledged the case was circum- 
stantial because the body was 
never recovered. 


“There is, simply, nothing left 
of Mrs Elmore,” the prosecutor 
said. 

Jones said Elmore's 
statements changed as inves- 
tigators questioned him about 
the March 1 6 disappearance. 

Jones said she would prove 
Elmore and his wife argued and 
then drove to the Exmouth naval 
pier, 800 kilometres north of 
Perth, where "somehow she just 
fell and rolled off the pier into the 
water.” 

"Instead of going to help her, 
Elmore went home and went 
back to bed.” Jones said. “He 
figured his wife would swim back 
to the end of the pier and walk the 
16 kilometres back home. 

Jones said she would produce 
38 witnesses and evidence about 
marital problems, including tes- 
timony that Elmore, after drink- 
ing, was overheard to say he 
would like to cut up his wife and 
throwher to the sharks. 

“It ir something he h ad % been 
pJanriing ever since he detidedRe 
was sorry he inarriedher,” Jones 
said. "This was a* premeditated 
murder of his wife — a wife he 
had grown tired of.” 

Jones said that because of 
Elmore's work as a boatswain's 
mate, he knew about tides in the 
area and that the waters were 
shark-infested. 

"That is why he was so sure he 
would never see Bella again,” she 
said. — AP

Enrile accuses government of cover-up 


Secret report lists 
military reverses 


THE Philippine government has 
brushed aside a secret report list- 
ing reverse suffered against die 
Communist rebels and main- 
tains that the armed forces had 
the rebels ‘.‘by their intestines.” 

The military report, a copy of 
which was obtained by Reuters, 
said the Communist New Peo- 
ple's Army (NPA) launched a 
string of raids and ambushes and 
won all but one of 15 major bat- 
tles with government troops bet- 
ween January and March. 

The repori said the NPA’s 
estimated 23,000 guerrillas con- 
trolled about a fifth of the 
nation's 41,600 villages, adding 
that 587 government soldiers 
were killed during the first quar- 
ter compared with 656 rebels. 

It said deployment of the 
150.000-strong armed forces in 
small platoons or detachments 
made them "fixed and vulnera- 
ble” targets for surprise NPA 
attacks. "The thin dispersal ... 
open (troops) to defeat in detail 
by a numerically inferior 
enemy.” 

Presidential Press Secretary 
Teodoro Benigno told reporters 
he had talked to senior military 
officials about the report. 


“In their words, the situation 
after March went up like a 
meteor,” Benigno said. "There 
was an almost 180-degree tur- 
naround. The military has the 
Communist insurgents by their 
guts, by their intestines, by their 
innards.” 

President Corazon Aquino 
told Congress last week that the 
insurgency had been broken last 
year, adding: “For the armed 
left, it has been a year of defeats 
and retreats." 

Aquino was accused recently 
by Senate opposition leader Juan 
Ponce Enrile of a covering up. 
Senate President Jovito Salonga 
stopped Enrile from tabling the 
military report, saying it might 
affect national security. 

The military report said the 
NPA staged 59 ambushes during 
the three-month period and 
launched 60 surprise raids. 

It described an attack on a 
military camp in Kalinga 
Apayaoin February when gover- 
nment forces "surrendered with- 
out firing a shot” because the 
rebels used the soldiers' wives 
and children as shields. It said 
they captured 52 high-powered 
weapons in the raid. Reuter 


Overseas workers 
encouraged to remit 
via 



THE Central Bank said last week 
it is deeply involved in efforts to 
encourage overseas contract 
workers (OCWs) remittances 
through the banking system. 

The CB is a member of an 
inter-agency committee which is 
assigned the task under 
Executive Order 1021 dated May 
1. 1985 of designing, adopting 
and implementing package of 
incentives that will encourage the 
inward remittance of contract 
workers’ earnings thru official 
channels. The office of the 
President and the Department of 
Labour and Employment have a 
representative each in the com- 
mittee. 

The Central Bank said it 
encouraged and supported 
efforts of commercial banks to 
develop programmes that will 
induce overseas contract work- 
ers to utilise formal remittance 
channels. 

The remittance processing 
centres that have been set up by 
the Philippine Commercial 
International bank (PCIB), 
Allied Bank, and tbe Bank of 
Philippine Islands (BPI) which 
cater exclusively to OCWs, are 
now providing fast, safe and 
efficient channels for OCW 


remittances. The ongoing raffle 
programme of the Philippine 
National Bank (with houses and 
lots as the major prizes) is an 
example of another incentive 
programme which other banks 
can emulate. 

The CB pointed out that with 
the encouragement of the Inter- 
Agency Committee, a number of 
private commercial banks have 
developed correspondent 
relationships with foreign banks 
with networks that are accessible 
to Filipino OCWs in far-flung 
work camps. 

An example of this is PCI 
Bank's overseas remittance 
facility which makes use of the 
extensive branching network of 
their Middle East correspon- 
dent, A1 Radji Currency and 
Exchange. 

The matter of making Philip- 
pine banking facilities available 
abroad to OCWs is not always 
within tbe scope of its authority, 
the CB said. Laws and regula- 
tions in countries where there are 
concentrations of Filipino 
OCWs do not, in most cases, 
allow the setting up of branches 
or offices of foreign banks in 
their respective territories.

Foreigners meddling in Philippine internal affairs

ONE is sick and tired of foreig- 
ners meddling in Philippine 
internal affairs. There hardly is 
any day that some wayward do- 
gooder or interloper does not 
come from another country to 
give us Filipinos a sanctimonious 
lecture on government, econ- 
omics, or human rights. And 
Filipinos provide the platform 
ana gather the audience. 

If it is not a labour group of 
dubious credentials that invites 
foreigners to the country to 
berate the government for 
allegedly flouting international 
conventions and oppressing 
"progressive" trade unions, it is a 
group of "cause-oriented" peo- 

J )le that brings into the country 
oreign “authorities" on human 
rights to heckle the administra- 
tion and Congress for sup- 
posedly tolerating "violations of 
numan rights.”

Certain incidents stand out. 
Ramsey Clark, who shares with 
Jane Fonda the nameless infamy 
of siding with Hanoi during the 
Vietnam war, came to the Philip- 
pines not too long ago, ostensibly 
upon the invitation of a “cause- 
oriented” group avowedly con- 
cerned with observance of 


human rights. 

Aided and abetted by certain 
sections of the local and foreign 
press, Clark got considerable 
propaganda mileage out of his 
brief sortie into the Philippines. 
And he went back to the United 
States with a rather voluminous 
"report on human rights viola- 
tions in the Philippines,” which 
had, of course, been prepared by 
his hosts. 

Filipino and American 
groups, which openly are war- 
ring on the “US-Aquino 
regime,” are making 

propaganda hay of the so-called 
Clark report. 

Shortly before the last Inter- 
national Labour Organisation 
conference in Geneva, a motley 
assortment of “internationally 
known labour leaders" appeared 
on the scene to air the alleged 
concern of ‘‘world labour,” 
whatever that is, over the Philip- 
pine government's “undemo- 
cratic and "reactionary” policy 
toward organised labour. 

The “internationally known 


labour leaders” issued a joint 
press statement, which they did 
not have guts enough to sign. 
Yet, the local and foreign sectors 
of the global “progressive” 
labour movement reaped 
propaganda, gains from the 
whole affair. 

Subsequent developments 
showed that tbe coming of the 
foreign labour leaders was part 
of an elaborate plan to down- 
grade the scheduled address of 
President Aquino to the last ILO 
conference.

Did the illustrious inter- 
national jurists know that the 
carnage they and their host 
copiously bemoan is tbe offshoot 
of the urban terrorist campaign 
launched by the rebels? 

Is the assassination of a Con- 
stabulary or police officer by a 
communist outlaw considered in 
New Delhi or Washington as 
much of an unspeakable crime 
and outrage as tne murder of a 
practising lawyer? 

It is all too easy for lawyers 
from India, the United States, 
Pakistan, Japan and Europe to 
come to die Philippines, mount 
ready platforms, and intone pul- 
chritudinous, sonorous plati- 
tudes .-on respect for human 
rights.

We should address the 
same observation to former 
Oner Justice P.M. Bhagwati of 
India, who apparently heads the 
international Lawyers Forum 
mission.”

NICOSIA — Philippine Ambas- 
sador Juan Saez said recently 
that he raised problems encoun- 
tered by Filipinos working in 
Cyprus in talks with President 
George Vassilicu and other] 
officials.

Saez said he had information 
that in most eases women enter- 
tainers in Cyprus were forced Jo 
dance in cabarets, though they 
were not told this when they were 
recruited. 

Prostitution 


He also said he believed some 
were forced into prostitution. 

“1 will consider recommend- 
ing that their passports be stam- 
ped ‘Not valid for employment 
as entertainers in Cyprus and 
Lebanon' pending the results of 
the discussions.” he said . 

Diplomatic sources said mal- 
treatment of foreign women was 
widespread in the Middle East. 

They said human rights 
groups looked after their 
interests in Europe but there was 
little such assistance in the Mid- 
dle East, where embassies and 
religious orders tried to help. 

Cabaret workers said foreign 
women in Cyprus made about 
$40 a night, worked seven nights 
a week and performed topless in 
some nightclubs and bars. 

“To sit with customers, they 
drink beer at $27 a bottle, of 
which they get about a dollar." 
one worker said. “They can be 
bought out of the bar for a bottle 
of champagne, filled with a. soft 
drink, costing around S 1 20. 

■ Some women said they -sent 
money home to help their 
families or saved it for their own 
education or to open small busin- 
esses. 

Saez said higher wages lured 
them from the Philippines, where 
unemployment was a serious 
problem as the newly-restored 
democracy was unable to solve 
all problems overnight.

‘Number numbness’ afflicts Wall Street 


NEW YORK. Aug 6. (AP): 
Stock traders seem to have been 
paying attention lately to the 
critics who fault them for 
overreacting to news events. 

Rather than gyrating wildly 
when a government statistic on 
the economy comes out higher or 
lower than expected, the market 
in recent days has barely budged. 

In the post week, for example, 
the Dow Jones average or 30 
industrials did not rise or fall 
more than 7.5 points in any single 
session. 

Whatever happened to the 
volatility everybody was so 
worried about? 

New Yorkers, at least, are 
inclined to pul the situation 
down to the stifling heat and the 
.traditional "summer doldrums'' 
that set in on Wall Street in 
August. 

But that doesn’t serve as a full 


explanation. It’s an international 
market these days, and lhe orders 
aren't coming in from London or 
Tokyo, just as they aren’t from 
Manhattan. 


Pressure 


The idea that everybody is on 
vacation doesn't wash Lhe way it 
used to, either. Money managers 
al the large institutions that 
dominate the modern market- 
place a re under j ust as m uch pres- 
sure lo produce results in the 
third quarter of the year as they 
are in the first, second and 
fourth. 

Jay Donna ruma, an analyst at 
first Albany Corp. in Albany, 
New York, has an alternative 
explanation: "It's called ‘number 
numbness." he says.’

Syria looks to nature for 


more energy sources 


Third World financial 
difficulties under review 


DAMASCUS. Aug 6. (Reuter): 
Syria is lookingal ways to use the 
sun. the wind, and even farm 
manure, to boost its limited 


energy sources. 

The government has set up a 
new department to examine ren- 
ewable energy resources. 

The department's director Dr 
Mohamad Kordab told Reuters 
that Syria was determined to use 
its ample sunshine, brisk breezes 
and biological waste to reduce its 
dependence on oil and gas. 

Oil industry sources say 
Syria produces about 250.000 
barrels per day l BPD) of oil and 
is making efforts to pump an 
extra 10.U00 BPD by the end of 
the year. 

Dr Kordab. an energy profes- 
soral Damascus University, said 
Syria was ideally situated to 
exploit the sun and the wind. 

The sun shines Tor an average 
8.3 hours a day. rising lo 12 hours 
daily from June lo August. 

Kordab said the sun's energy 
amounted to 5.87 kilowatt-hours 
(kwh) per square metre — 2.143 
ku-h a year. 

"This means we. have a giant 
solar resource which could be 
used to produce energy at low 
cost." said Kordab. who 
introduced the first domestic hot 
water system lo Syria in 1978. 


Now widely used, each solar 
system saves an estimated 500 
litres of diesel per year, conserv- 
ing hard currency. 

Syria used 7.1 million tonnes 
of petroleum products in 1986. 
Diesel made up 41 per cent of this 
and fuel oil 36 per cent. Lhe rest 
being benzine, kerosine and 
butane gas. 

“Consumption of diesel tops 
the list of petroleum products 
used." Kordab said. "Resorting 
to renewable resources is one of 
the most important ways of cut- 
ting this consumption." 

He said Damascus University 
had designed solar energy sys- 
tems for the Industry Ministry. 
Syrians now made all solar water 
healers locally. 

Studies 

An experimental solar central 
healing system, which he desig- 
ned for his own home, had cut his 
use of electricity and diesel by 
more than 60 per cent over three 
years. 

The equipment used was cos- 
tly but Kordab said he was work- 
ing on designing a cheaper sys- 
tem for wider use. 

Homes and businesses used 35 
per cent of the 7 .000 million kwhr 
of electricity Syria generated in 
1986. Industry used 40 percent. 

Other studies would look at 


ways to use solar power for crop 
drying, heating greenhouses, 
desalination and generating elec- 
tricity, Kordab said. 

He said wind was another lit- 
tle-used energy source in which 
Syria was rich. A minimum wind 
speed of three metres per second 
(MPS) is needed for practical 


Meteorologists say winds of 
four MPS blow across Syria at 
least half the year. In central 
regions around the city of Homs, 
they average six MPS for 40 per 
cent of the year. 

The government encourages 
local production of wind energy 
equipment which many farmers 
already use to pump water for 
drinking or irrigation, Kordab 
said. 

A study he made for the 
United Nations revealed thatgas 
produced biologically was a 
promising energy source for 
Syria. 

The study showed 126 million 
cubic metres (165 cu yds) of gas 
could be produced annually, 40 
per cent of it from animal waste 


MEXICO CITY, Aug 6, (AP): 
President Miguel de la Madrid 
cautioned on Friday that dif- 
ficult economic prospects faring 
the Third World affect the 
stability of ail nations. 

Speaking at the inauguration 
of a meeting of the Commission 
of the South. De la Madrid said 
the problem "is complicated 
even more by the onerous service 
of the foreign debt and the resis- 
tance to solutions that might 
imply recognition of co- respon- 
sibility and restore the right to 
development.”

The Lngludi- 
laneuage Baghdad Observer said Hussein Kamel, newly -appoin- 
ted Minister of Industry and Military Industrialisation, announ- 
ced the decision at a recent meeting with a group of businessmen. 
■‘The sale of factories to the private sector is designed to give a 
wider role for this sector in pushing forward Iraq s ewmomic 
development," Kamel was quoted as saying. He said to at if 
private business were not interested in buying the factories, the 
government would form them into co-operativcs with snares 
initially sold to employees. The paper gave no details of the 
factories but business sources said they mostly made textile, 
plastic and aluminium products. Kamel said the Military Indus- 
tries Commission, which he also beads, bad prepared a large fleet 
of heavy tracks for private sale to companies or individuals. * The 
objective is to facilitate the export of Iraqi goods, commodities 
and raw materials to Arab and foreign markets,” Kamel said. 
“The fleet will hopefully undertake to transport Iraqi imports 
which currently cost the country large sums in hard currency ," he 
added. The Military Industries Commission runs a high-tech- 
nology network making heavy equipment for military and civilian 
use — including Iraq’s Al-Hussein missile which it used to 
bombard Iran during the war of the cities which halted in ApriL 
Kamel said the importers would be allowed to pay 60 percent of 
the cost of imported machinery to foreign suppliers in hard 
currency, instead of the present 50 per cent. This was to encourage 
investment in the private sector. He called on Iraqi businessmen to 
explore new areas of enterprise with an emphasis on making 
components essential for existing national industries. 


Kim calls for counteraction 
against American trade bill 


SEOUL. South Korea, Aug 6. (AP): Opposition leader Kim 
Young-Sara called today for action to counter the effects of a 
sweeping US trade bill branded as protectionist by Sooth Korean 
officials. In a news conference, Kim demanded an immediate 
National Assembly session to work out "positive" measures to 
protect South Korea from possible IIS trade retaliation arising 
from the trade bill passed by the US Senate on Wednesday. Kim, 
who heads South Korea's second largest opposition party, urged 
other political parties. to join hands in dealing with the trade bill 
that would dear the way for the US government to retaliate 
against foreign countries who allegedly conduct unfair trade 
practices. President Ronald Reagan has indicated he will approve 
the bill, passed by the Senate last Wednesday. 

President Rob Tae- W oo’s Democratic Justice Party and other 
opposition parties immediately accepted Kim’s call. South 
Korean government officials are concerned that if enacted, the 
trade bill would seriously hurt South Korean exports to US 
markets, accounting for 40 per cent of its total exports. The LIS 
trade bill caused South Korea to work oat a flurry of steps aimed 
at avoiding US trade pressure, ranging from more imports of US 


goods to the more rapid appreciation of the South Korean 
currency against the US dollar. 


Japan to grant new credits 
for Iraqi development projects 


BAGHDAD, Aug 6, (Renter): Japan will grant new credits to 
Iraq to finance major development projects and give Baghdad 
more time to repay existing loans under agreements signed today . 
an Asian diplomat said. The Iraqi News Agency IN A said Trade 
Minister Mohammed Mabdi Saleh and Japanese Ambassador 
Taizo Nakamura signed letters on the extension of banking 
facilities to finance the projects. It gave no further details and 
Japanese embassy officials were not available for comment. The 
diplomat said the signing was an important move to resolve 
problems over die payment of credits worth hundreds of million 
dollars. He said Iraq, whose foreign currency reserves have been 
drained by the eight-year war with Iran, would now be able to 
defer repayments and get new credits. Japanese firms are building 
motorways, power stations, dams, petrochemical plants, airports 
and other projects in Iraq. Some firms have already agreed to 
accept payment in the form of Iraqi oil while others have agreed to 
rescheduling. A high-level Japanese delegation is due in Baghdad 
on Monday to discuss relations in trade and other areas, a 
Japanese embassy official said. It will also discuss efforts to 
arrange a ceasefire in the Gulf war. Japan imports most of its oil 
from Iraq and Iran and has invested billioas of dollars in develop- 
ments in both countries. 


UAE banker wants to strengthen 
economic ties with Soviets 


MOSCOW, Aug 6, (Reuter): One of the United Arab Emirates' 
(UAE) biggest banks is prepared to finance joint ventures with 
Soviet partners and consider fresh credits for Soviet banks, its 
chairman said in an interview published today. Snroor Bin Sultan 
Al Dhaberi, chair man of the Abu Dhabi Commercial Bank, told 
the official news agency Tass dining a visit here that the bank was 
studying further fin a n cial and commercial co-operation with the 
Soviet Union. “The Abu Dhabi bank is prepared to finance the 
creation of joint ventures of Soviet and foreign partners," Al 
Dhaheri said. Following the success of a $50 million credit 
granted to the Soviet Union in April the bank would be prepared to 
consider farther such requests from Soviet banks, be added. “The 
Soviet Union enjoys the reputation of a reliable borrower," be 
added. Al Dhaheri proposed the creation of a direct air fink 
between Abu Dhabi and Samarkand, a major Muslim cultural 
centre in Soviet Central Asia as a means of boosting tourism 
between the two countries, Al Dhaberf s visit; at the invitation of 
the Foreign Trade Bank of the USSR, comes amid signs of 
improving political relations between the Soviet Union and Gulf 
states. On Monday, Qatar became the fourth Gulf state to open 
diplomatic relations with the Soviet Union. UAE has had such ties 
since 1985. 


Belgrade lifts price controls 


BELGRADE, Aug 6, (AP): The Yugoslav government yesterday 
lifted price controls for numerous goods and services, including 
energy and transport. The widespread lifting of price controls at a 
time when inflation hovered at about 180 per cent included 
gasoline, diesd faei, electricity, cooking gas, coal rail transport 
and postal services. The measure meant that prices for those 
items, strictly controlled by the state for most of the post World 
War 0 period, would now be set by their producers, the state-run 
press reported.

Dealers said the Central Bank 
once again entered the market, 
but in a less dramatic way, offer- 
ing to buy Treasury bills to boost 
liquidity.

Meanwhile, Saudi fixed-dale 
riyal deposit rates hovered near 
nine-month highs yesterday, 
with no sign of an expected 
inflow of liquidity at the end of 
the Muslim pilgrimage to Mak- 
kah. 

Dealers said short-term rates 
slid nearly a full percentage point 
from Thursday, but remained at 
a high 9-3/4, nine per cent as 
banks prepared to cover them- 
selves for Monday's settlement 
of a 1 .5 billion riyal issue of Saudi 
development bonds. Fixed 
periods remained at their highest 
levels sinoe late October. 

Rates in all periods were 
pushed up two months ago when 
Riyadh began its bonds 
programme and have been clim- 
bing ever since, spurred on in 
part by rising dollar interest 
rates. 

Dealerssaid liquidity after this 
year's pilgrimage, or haj, was 
abnormally low. 

Usually, funds flow into Lhe 
market as hundreds of thousands 
of pilgrims leave the country. “It 
is the worst year forliquidity in at 
least eight years,” said one 
dealer. 

One- and three-month 
maturities were little changed at 
8^15/16, 13/16 percent. Six-mon- 
ths was steady at nine, 8-7/8, but

US economy still has ‘a lot of forward momentum’

NEW YORK. Aug 6. tUPl): 
employment figures released 
this week showed ‘forward 
momentum' in the economy, the 
biggest bank in Texas reopened 
under a new. name -after being 
declared insolvent and Hertz 
admitted it bilked insurance 
companies by inflating auto 
repair costs. 

Unemployment rose to 5.4 per 
cent in July, an increase of one- 
tenth of a percentage point, the 
Labour Department said. 

The jobless rate in June — 5.3 
per cent — was the lowest in 14

Despite the rise in the jobless 
j„te. other data in the latest 
unemployment report showed 
many facets of America's econ- 
omy remained strong. 

There was a healthy increase of 
2S 3. h00 non-farm payroll jobs in 
i he economy — considered a key 
gauge of future economic 
urowth. 

Growth 

Also, there was vigorous 
•mplojTuent growth in the man-

Overall, the unemployment 
ate has declined six-tenths of 3 


percentage point since July 1987, 
the Labour Department noted. 

Norman Robertson, chief 
economist for Mellon Bank in 
Pittsburgh, called the latest 
figures ‘impressive’ and ‘remark- 
able.' 

“I think it shows that the econ- 
omy still has a lot of forward 
momentum,” Robertson said. 
“The gains in manufacturing are 
particularly impressive." 

He echoed trie views of many 
economists who are concerned 
about inflation, however. 

The nation's major retailers 
reported sluggish sales and only 
modest gains for July, a month 
traditionally used to clear out 
spring merchandise to make 
room for back-to-school items.

The top three retailers — Sears 
Roebuck and Co., K Mart Corp. 
and Wal-Mart Stores Inc. — pos- 
ted sales gains. But comparable 
store sales, excluding sales of 
stores opened less limn a year 
ago. increased either marginally 
or were fiat, analysis said.

In Texas, 40 branches of the 
insolvent first Republicbank 
reopened across the state with a 
new name and a ‘sky's the limit* 
outlook for the future just days 
after federal regulators declared 
the bank insolvent. 

First Republicbank, Texas’ 
largest ban! holding company, 
was declared insolvent by the 
Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. and seized by the agency. 
The FDIC then approved the 
bank company's acquisition by 
NCNB Corp. of Charlotte, 
North Carolina, the laigesl bank 
holding company in the South. 

The Federal Reserve Board 
this week formally approved 
NCNB's application to acquire 
the assets and assume the 
liabilities and deposits of First 
Republic. 

In New York, Hertz, the 
world's largest auto rental com- 
pany. admitted it bilked cus-. 
tomers and insurance firms by 
inflating car repair costs and 
agreed to pay $22.5 million in 
penalties — including the largest 
fine ever levied against a cor- 
poration in a consumer fraud 
case. 

The penalty includes the $6-85 
million fine and restitution of 
SI 5.7 million to be paid to more 


than 110,000 customers and 
insurance firms of the rental car 
agency, US Attorney Andrew 
Maloney and New York Attor- 
ney-General Robert Abrams 
said. 

In pleading guilty to federal 
charges in the SI 3.7 million 
scam. Hertz admitted it sys- 
tematically overcharged for ren- 
tal car repairs after collisions 
during a seven-year period 
beginning in 1978. 

“The scheme was to inflate the 
repair costs to Hertz up to a 
higher price, the so-called retail 
price, by a number of methods — 
phony vouchers, phony 
appraisals and phony repairs," 
Maloney said. 

Hertz bilked customers with 
inflated appraisals, concealing 
the fact it received a substantial 
discount on auto parts and 
repairs — in some cases as high as 
22 per cent — because of its huge 
fleeL of vehicles, Maloney said. 

An insider trading investiga- 
tion, which involves stock brok- 
ers and two printing plants where 
Business Week magazine is 
produced, widened this week. 

R.R. Donnelley and Sons Co. 
fired a production worker at its 
Connecticut printing plant as a 
result of the investigation into 
trading on pre-publication infor- 


mation from Business Week 
magazine. 

Donnelley said it also suspen- 
ded one worker at its Torrance, 
California, printing plant in con- 
nection with the expanding 
investigation by Lhe Securities 
and Exchange Commission, the 
nation’s major exchanges. Busi- 
ness Week and several compan- 
ies that launched internal 
inquiries after suspicious trading 
was detected in stocks mentioned 
in the Business Week column. 

In San Francisco, Bank- 
am erica Corp., which suspended 
its dividend on common slock 
more than two years ago, will not 
restore it this year, the banking 
company’s chief executive said. 

“Don’t expect it in 1988,” said 
A.W. Clausen, chairman, chief 
executive and president of Bank - 
america, in an interview.

SAMA began offering the 
bonds lo commercial banks on 
June 1 1, with yields on par with 
UJ5 treasury bonds. However, 
the banks were not allowed to sell 
the bonds and financial sources 
in the kingdom maintain that the 
initial offerings were undersubs- 
cribed. 

SAMA issues 1.5 billion riyals 
in one-year through five-year 
bonds twice monthly. The fourth 
issue was tendered last Saturday. 
It plans to issue a total of 30 
billion rivals tS8 billion). 

The Saudi Monetary Agency. 


which effectively is the king- 
dom's central bank, began 
exploring the creation of a secon- 
dary market for the government 
bonds last month. It asked banks 
to submit the names of possible 
institutional investors and has 
already told bankers that they 
can olTcr bonds to investors 
approved by SAMA. 

SAMA has also sought to gen- 
erate primary-market interest 
in the bonds when it began a 
modest repurchase programme 
on Aug 1 which allows commer- 
cial banks to resell 10 per cent of 
their total bond exposures back 
to the agency. 

The kingdom moved to issue 
bonds this year after relying 


heavily on capital reserves in 
recent years to finance a debt 
precipitated annually since oil 

? rices began to drop in the early 
980’s 

Since Saudi Arabia is ruled by 
Islamic law which* forbids the 
collection of payment of interest, 
the government was forced to 
create adebl instrument accepta- 
ble to religious leaders. 

The solution was to link the 
bonds’ yields to “development 
projects" so that returns are not 
viewed as interest, but shared 
profits. The banks calculate 
yields on the bonds based on 
coupons which require payment 
by the government every six 
months. 


LAGOS, Aug 6, ( Reuter): OPEC 
president Rilwanu Lukman said' 
non-OPEC oil producers are still 
willing to reach an outpulcurb to 
stabilise the oil market. 

"There is strong indication 
from non-OPEC to reach an 
agreement with OPEC over 
production.” Lukman, the 
Nigerian Oil Minister, said on 
Friday night when he returned 
from price talks this week in 
Lausanne, Switzerland. 

In April OPEC (Organisation 
of Petroleum Exporting Coun- 
tries) met non-OPEC producers 
in Vienna but did not agree to a 
proposal from the non-organisa- 
tion members for a joint produc- 
tion cutback. 

Hopeful 

Lukman said contacts with 
non-OP£C producers had been 
maintained and he was hopeful 
there would be an agreement on 
output restraint. 

The OPEC secretariat said on 
Friday the group’s secretary- 


general Subroto would meet 
non-OPEC Mexico and Colom- 
bia during a tour of Latin 
America next week. 

Lukman said there was no way 
of checking non-OPEC output 
but this could be worked out. 

“We have lo sit down and dis- 
cuss that. But there is strong 
indication that there will be 
positive response (from non- 
OPEC),'' he said. 

Prices 

Lukman said crude oil prices, 
nowmore than $4 below OPEC’s 
set target of $ 1 8 a barrel because 
of surplus, would stabilise near 
the group’s target within the next 
six months. 

Prices fell further this week 
after the Lausanne meeting of 
OPEC s five-member price mon- 
itoring committee failed to 
announce measures to shore up 
prioes- 

The committee, comprising 
Nigeria, Saudi Arabia, Indon- 


esia, Algeria and Venezuela, is 
empowered to summon emer- 
gency talks of OPECs 13 mem- 
bers when prices deviate too far 
from their set target 

Lukman said a ceasefire in the 
eight-year-old war between 
OPEC founder members Iran 
and Iraq would help achieve sta- 
ble oil prices. 

Meanwhile, oil prices finned 
slightly yesterday but observers 
said the advance was largely 
technical and only partly masked 
ongoing weakness as fragile 
markets remained vulnerable to 
the ongoing threat of a global 
crude surplus. 

West Texas Intermediate, the 
benchmark US crude for 
immediate delivery, gained 23 
cents to SI 5.26a barrel in trading 
on the New York Mercantile 
Exchange. 

In US Gulf Coast spot trading, 
where oil is sold to the highest 
bidder. West Texas Intermediate 
added 1 5 cents to $ 1 5.20 a barrel.

local product Todd Witsken, 
who will be playing his first 
professional singles semifinal. 

Becker, a Lwo-itime Wim- 
bledon champion, was to this 
evening meet Witsken of nearby 
Carmel, Ind. Witsken earlier in 
the night defeated No. 13 seed 
Jim Pugh of Palos Verdes, Calif., 
6-3, 4-6, 6-3. 

Advanced 

Fifth-seeded John McEnroe 
defeated Michael Robertson of 
South Miami, Florida, 7-5. 6-2 in 
the last quarterfinal match last 
night at the Indianapolis Sports 
Centre. McEnroe advanced to 
the other semifinal, against 15th 
seed Robert Seguso, who elimin- 
ated lQlh-seed Derrick Ro&- 
i tagno, 6-4, 6-1. 

Becker raised his game against 
the unheralded African, who is 
ranked 98th in the world. In the 
first set the West German piled 
up a quick 5-1 lead and in the 
second set he also took charge 
from the very beginning. . 

“I really played hard. I heard 
how be plays and that he is talen- 
ted,” said Becker, who is ranked 
fifth in the world. 


“I wanted to take control of 
the match early. I didn’t want to 
. make it a tong match because we 
have the semis tomorrow. 1 
played my best match of the tour- 
ney.” 

Witsken, 24, wasexdtedabout 
playing Becker for the first time 
with a chance to reach the final of 
his hometown tournament. 

“I haven’t watched him pl3y 
much this week. I’m looking for- 
ward to playing him. It should be 
a good opportunity and a good 
match," he said. 

Blinding rains and winds gust- 
ing to 50 mph halted Witsken’s 
match twice for a total of 5-1/2 
hours. Witsken led 4-3 after the 
second rainstorm, then held' his 
serve and broke Pugh to lake the 
first seL 

“If you sit and think about it 
all day, it will destroy you," Wit- 
sken said. “I just tried to relax' 
during the break and not think 
about the match too much.” 

Both players struggled with 
unforced errors in the final sets. 
Pugh broke two of Witsken’s 
first Lhree services and held the 
rest of the way to take the second 
set. Each player adopted a 
cautious style in the final set, 
content to play in the backcourt 
and await a mistake by their 
opponent. 

The mistakes came from Pugh 
m the eighth game of the third set.

He put a two-handed forehand 
return into the net and knocked a 
backhand shot, wide of the court, 
giving Witsken a service break 
and a 5-3 lean. Witsken then held 
his serve, winning the match 
when Pugh’s final two returns 
sailed well beyond the court. The 


players were on the court for 2 
hours and 54 minutes. 

“Both of us were a little ten- 
tative, having to stop and start 
the match," Witsken said. “It 
was hot and windy in the day and 
then we had to play at night. It 
was tough to adjust to all the 


different conditions. We were 
having trouble keeping the ball in 
the court. At the end, I was just 
trying to make him hit winners.” 

Seguso, the only winner before 
the rains, reached a singles 
semifinal for the first lime since 
last February in Memphis. Tenn. 
Seguso struggled with Rostag- 
no’s strong serve in ihe first set 
but adjusted his return stance- in 
the second set to disrupt the 
Brentwood, Calif., resident's 
game. 

“He has a serve that kicks.” 
Seguso said. “After a while, I 
learned where to stand to lake 
that away and I think that frus- 
trated him.

Seguso, 25. Sebring, Florida, 
has earned 21 tournament titles 
in doubles with partner Ken 
Flach, including this year's Wim- 
bledon crown.

Both sides agree on courses for America’s Cup races 

Conner aims to go all out for victory 


HONOLULU, Aug 6, (Reuter): 
Dennis Conner, skipper of the 
America's Cup defending Stars 
and Stripes, yesterday dismissed 
talk of a mis-match against New 
Zealand and said he would 
prepare for the September 
regatta as rigorously as he could. 

“It’s my job to prepare the 
boat as meticulously as time 
allows and to have my crew and 
myself in the state of mind to race 
thkboat as if it were the toughest 
America’s Cup race in history," 
Conner told Reuters in a dock- 
side interview. 

Conner will sail a catamaran 
against the huge monohull of 
New Zealand in the best- of- Lhree 
series starting on September 7.

Preliminary test reports have 
indicated that Stars and Stripes 
could beat Fay's boat by an hour, 
possibly more.

Asked to respond to rumours 
that Stars and Stripes may “dog” 
the race so as not to beat New 
Zealand by as mud) as an hour, 
Conner said he planned to do the 
bestjob he could. 

“I’rfrtherb to wiiC’ said Con- 
ner. “If 1 beat them by two hours. 
I’ll be glad that we won the race 
and glad the Americans had a 


boat th«i could beat Fay.” 

Conner said his sole intention 
was to winthe regatta and then 
“continue on with the type of 
series the rest or the world would 
like to have — like the one Perth 
had” 

Fay won a court ruling follow- 
ing the last America's Cup in 
Perth; Australia, allowing his 
challenge in a boat other than the 
traditional 12-metre yacht. The 
defending 'Sah Diego dub then 
went to court themselves to get 
permission to exclude other 
challengers and sail a multihull. 

Meanwhile, San Diego has 
agreed with the New Zealand 
challengers to use traditional 
courses for the series. New 
Zealand's attorney said yester- 
day.- 


“Unfortunately, we are racing

T roubles still plague S. African tour 


JOHANNESBURG, Aug 6, 
( Reuter): Six members of a world 
rugby union team arrived today 
for a tour of South Africa but it 
was still uncertain whether the 
seven-match series would take 
place.

Sports commentators were 
unanimous in declaring that the 
result between Celik and Pris- 
tina, which put F.C. Suijeska 
into the Second Division and left 
Celik in the first, had been fixed. 

After several meetings, 70 
hours of discussion and con- 
troversial decisions over the past 
54 days, the federation ruled yes- 
terday against an appeal by 


Sutjesku and decided tbat Celik 
will compete in the First Div- 
ision. 

The decision, reached by a 
secret vote, relegated Sutjeska 
into the Second Division. 

The federation said there was 
no material evidence to prove 
that the Celik vs. Pristina match 
was in fact rigged.

West Indies set to win fifth Test 


LONDON, Aug 6, (Reuter): 
West Indies were on course to 
complete a 4-0 series triumph 
despite a defiant seven-hour 
innings of 84 by England captain 
Graham Gooch in the fifth and 
final cricket Test at the Oval 
today.

England, Aug 
6, (Reuter): Commonwealth 
champion Steve Cram lined him- 
self up for an Olympic double in 
Seoul when he won the 800 
metres in impressive style at the 
British Olympic athletics trials 
today. 

Cram accelerated magnificen- 
tly off the final bend to overhaul 
leading rival Tom McKean and 
secure a handsome victory in one 
minute44. 16 seconds - the third 
fastest timein the world this year.
